When news isn’t happening, the all-news cable channels are yapping. 


But why do they have to be so dumb?

S REPRESENTATIVE JAMES Traficant is raging on 

the set of CNN’s The Spin Room. The Ohio Democrat, 
who survived one indictment two decades ago and who 
may soon be indicted again, has been yelling non sequiturs 
for the better part of 15 minutes about his legislative cam- 
paign against the IRS, his battles with his party’s leadership 
(“wimp Democrats”), and his legal woes. But co-host Bill 
Press wants to talk about the weird, tangled, grayish clump 
that is Traficant’s hair. “Can I ask you a personal ques- 
tion? Is your wife a hairdresser?” asks Press. Traficant 
doesn't answer. With time running out, co-host Tucker 
Carlson chirpily informs Traficant, “The second you're in- 
dicted we're going to have you back on The Spin Room.” 
Responds Traficant: “I probably won't be back again.” 

Welcome to the stupid new world of 24-hour cable 

news, where it’s all talking heads all the time, and where 
real news takes a back seat to artificially contrived, ludi- 


crously oversimplified debates on subjects such as 
George W. Bush’s tax-cut proposal, Jesse Jackson’s fi- 
nances, and Dick Cheney’s heart. 

It’s a world in which the Fox News Channel’s puffy- 
faced populist, Bill O’Reilly, feels so entitled that he com- 
plains when Newsweek fails to put him on the cover. In 
which Mike Barnicle, forced out of the Boston Globe for 
fabricating and plagiarizing, can have his very own talk 
show — and why not, given that he works for MSNBC, 
the same operation that employs Iran-contra sleazeball

South Boston 
faces flux 


Will Moakley's retirement, 
Lynch's quest for higher office, 
and a shifting population bring 
a new era in Southie politics?

HEN HOLLYWOOD STUDIOS start 

circling your town like sharks, it’s almost 
always time go on a deathwatch. New York’s 
Little Italy was already on its last legs when 
Martin Scorsese chronicled its neighborhood 
ethic in the 1974 film Mean Streets. Now the 
ethnic enclave is little more than a lifeless 
Potemkin village filled with mediocre restau 
rants. Something like that’s been happening in 
South Boston in recent months. Michael

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ipple is 
boss Whitey Bulger. The signs 
risks becoming another Little Italy famous 
in the movies, but moribund in real life. 

That colorless future will seem a long way 
off on Sunday, when State Senator Stephen 
Lynch of South Boston hosts the official St. 
Patrick’s Day breakfast — the sort of event 
that old-timers cherish and Hollywood pro- 
ducers consider good local color. Lynch and 
neighborhood political cronies, including 
Councilor Jimmy Kelly and State Representa- 
tive Jack Hart, will sing “Southie Is My 
Hometown” and “The Wild Colonial Boy.” 
They'll spin tales and spread blarney. Lieu- 
tenant Governor Jane Swift, House Speaker 
Tom Finneran, and Senate president Tom 
Birmingham will probably attend. John 
Hume, who won the 1998 Nobel Peace Prize 
for his role in the Northern Ireland peace 
process, will be on hand. And Governor Paul 
Cellucci might even persuade his pal George 
W. Bush to call. 

But South Boston’s character is changing, 
and the changes had already started by the 
time South Boston first made it into the bright 
lights with 1997’s smash movie hit Good Will 
Hunting. before the current 
real-estate boom intensified — a neighbor- 
hood survey by Northeastern University’s 
Center for Labor Market Studies found that 
37 percent of respondents had moved to 
South Boston since 1990, according to the 
Boston Globe, aind half had not lived there be- 
fore 1980. According to several accounts, 
newcomers outnumbered long-time residents 
at polling places three to one during the re- 
cent presidential election. South Boston hosts 
three times the number of open houses each 
weekend that you'll find in the Back Bay or 
Beacon Hill. According to statistics posted in 
South Boston Online, the average condo price

Rehabilitate — 


on’t incarcerate 


N STEVEN SODERBERGH’S movie 

Traffic, Robert Wakefield (Michael Dou- 

glas), the newly appointed national drug 
czar, asks General Arturo Salazar (Tomas 
Milian), a Mexican military official, what his 
country is doing to cut the demand for 
drugs. Salazar answers that ad- 
dicts eventually overdose and 
die — which takes care of the 
problem. In other words, there 
is no policy. 

It’s not quite art imitating 
life, but it’s close. Drug policy 
in this country has, for several 
decades, focused primarily on 
busting drug traffickers in an 
effort to cut the supply of illegal narcotics 
flowing into the United States. Measures to 
deal with demand — by helping drug ad- 
dicts get clean, for instance — haven’t pro- 
gressed much further than Nancy Reagan’s 
advice to “Just Say No.” A recent study by 
Brandeis University on the costs of drug 
abuse and rehabilitation shows that only 12 
percent of the billions of dollars spent fight- 
ing the drug war goes toward drug-preven- 
tion programs, while just 18 percent is 
spent treating addicts. 

This policy is failing. Heroin and cocaine 
are easier to get today than they were 20 
years ago. And they’re cheaper and more 
potent. Meanwhile, approximately half of all 
inmates in federal prisons are incarcerated 
on drug offenses. It’s long past time for us 
to shift our priorities. 

In Massachusetts, a state senator from 
Methuen is trying to do just that. James P. 
Jajuga, a Democrat and former State Police 
investigator who spent 19 years working in 
the drug unit, announced last week that he 
will file a comprehensive drug-policy bill 
within the next few months that will “truly 
address” the prevention and treatment of 
drug addiction. “I believe if we focus more 
on intervention and drug treatment we’re 
going to have fewer individuals incarcerated, 
saving the state substantial sums of money,” 
he says. Right now it costs about $6500 to 
treat a drug offender and roughly $25,000 
to incarcerate one. (It should be noted that 
under current mandatory-minimum sen-

tencing guidelines, nonviolent drug offend- 
ers who are arrested for possession with in- 
tent to distribute are given an additional two 
years if the crime occurred in a school zone 
- even if the arrest took place during 
school vacation or at midnight. In some 
parts of Boston, it’s difficult to 
find an area that’s not in a school 
zone. Under the new guidelines 
being debated on Beacon Hill, 
judges will have the discretion to 
decide whether to tack on the 
additional two years.) 
Jajuga is a strong advocate of 
the death penalty. who’s been a 
long-time proponent of tradi- 
tional law-and-order measures — though he 
has supported clean-needle-exchange pro- 
grams for years. Last fall he worked with 
county prosecutors to defeat a ballot initia- 
tive that would have directed assets seized 
during drug busts to rehabilitation and treat- 
ment programs. He says that his opposition 
to the measure, which the Phoenix editorial- 
ized in favor of, was based not necessarily 
on ideology, but on methodology. For in- 
stance, the initiative would not have provid- 
ed for consistent across-the-board drug- 
treatment funding. “You don’t know how 
much [money] you’re going to seize,” he 
says. “One county could seize hundreds of 
thousands of dollars and another could seize 
minuscule amounts.” These inconsistencies, 
he notes, make it hard to fund “effective 
programs.” The bottom line? “If you’re 
going to get serious about this problem, 
we've got to put more money in treatment.” 
Jajuga’s thoughtful approach is likely to 
spark impassioned debate at the State 
House. It’s impossible to say what chances 
his yet-to-be-written bill will have — but Ja- 
juga’s philosophical switch on drug policy 
comes at a time when others on Beacon Hill 
are rethinking the way we deal with drugs. 
Six bills have been filed in the state legis- 
lature to amend state laws regulating mari- 
juana. One calls for outright legalization, 
three would make possession of small 
amounts of the drug a civil — not criminal 
— offense, and two seek approval of the 
medical use of marijuana. In some cases,

by the Advocate’s action against [Andrew] 
Sullivan has since led the magazine to lift its 
ban on his work.” In fact, as Howard Kurtz of 
the Washington Post reported on November 6, 
2000, it was “Sullivan [who] declared himself 
banned.” One assignment — which had been 
discussed but neither contracted nor written 
— was canceled, and Wieder told Sullivan 
that the magazine was definitely interested in 
his writing again. This invitation was offered 
via e-mail before Sullivan chose to go public 
with his own inaccurate story. In fact, he was 
never banned, so there was no ban to “lift.” I 
think Sullivan’s comparison of recent gay- 
media mergers to the oppression of millions’ 
under the totalitarian regime of Nikita 


sponsoring legislators are answering the call 
from their communities. State Representa- 
tive Shirley A. Gomes, a Republican from 
Cape Cod who represents Provincetown, re- 
sponded to that community’s request, via a 
nonbinding local referendum, to file a bill 
that would legalize the medical use of mari- 
juana. State Senator Charles Shannon, a 
former Winchester police officer, backed a 
bill that would make possession of less than 
an ounce of marijuana (about four or five 
joints) a civil offense after voters in his dis- 
trict passed a nonbinding local referendum 
last November asking him to support such a 
measure. Shannon not only sponsored the 
law but took the idea a step further — he 
wants to see it retroactive, so that anyone 
with a criminal record for having possessed 
an ounce or less of pot in the past 20 to 25 
years will see the slate wiped clean. “I just 
think it’s in our best interests as a society to 
look at it in a different light now,” he says. 
It makes little sense to penalize people for 
drug possession that “everybody knows was 
just for. personal use,” he says. “It wasn’t 
like they were drug running.” 

Both Jajuga and Shannon say their former 
colleagues in law enforcement have accused 
them of going soft on criminals, although 
both are careful to note that strict sanctions 
for the distribution of drugs remain crucial 
weapons. Indeed, they insist that they 
haven’t abandoned the war on drugs. They 
just want it to be fought a different way — a 
way that might actually make a difference. 

“What we’re doing isn’t working,” Jajuga 
says. “We’ve got a revolving-door criminal 
policy.”

3) If battling writers is the measure of a 
publication’s merit, then the Advocate certain- 
ly qualifies. Columnist Norah Vincent has 
been dissed as “the gay Dr. Laura” by guest 
columnist Riki Wilchins; former editor at large 
Michelangelo Signorile always felt free to criti- 
cize people and organizations that the maga- 
zine’s other writers had covered more favor- 
ably; guest columnist Howie Klein was invited 
to criticize the TV series Queer As Folk in the 
same issue that touted the Showtime remake 
on the cover; commentaries by the progressive 
Richard Goldstein and the Republican Steve 
Gunderson have approached gay-rights issues 
from diametrically opposed points of view. 

4) Bronski writes that the Advocate “did no 
independent investigation” of the Millennium 
March finances and attendance. Original re- 
porting by senior news editor John Gallagher 
and news features editor Jon Barrett has cov- 
ered both these topics (for example, June 6, 
2000, pages 24—28; “Where Did All the 
Money Go,” June 20, 2000, pages 28—30; 
“All Over Except the Counting,” January 16, 
2001, page 64), and the magazine’s “indepen- 
dent investigation” is ongoing.

5) As one of the original editors at Out 
(from its first issue in 1992 until my depar- 
ture in 1998), I would also like to correct 
Bronski’s representation of that magazine’s 
history: Sarah Pettit was not editor in chief 
but executive editor at the magazine’s incep- 
tion — in 1992, not 1994 — then became its 
editor (still reporting to founding editor in 
chief Michael Goff) in 1995, and was de- 
servedly promoted to editor in chief only 
upon Goff’s departure, in 1996 

6) Bronski suggests that the Advocate does 
not cover “‘taboo’ topics like lesbian batter- 
ing [and] edgy stories about sexuality” nor 
does it “make news.” He writes that Wieder 
“has been reshaping the magazine in the 
mold of celebrity and entertainment culture, 
without much rigorous reporting even on 
[AIDS] issues.” The Advocate has published 
the following reported news features over the 
past two years: a cover story on “bareback- 
ing.” A cover story on the gay community’s 
internal battle over whether to include trans- 
gender issues in its agenda. A cover story on 
the dangers gay travelers face overseas. A 
cover story on the struggles faced by gay 
youth. Major features on self-mutilation by 
lesbian youth and on (surprise!) gay and les- 
bian domestic violence. Repeated original re- 
porting on skyrocketing AIDS-infection rates 
among gay men and on AIDS-prevention 
failures. This in addition to unprecedented 
gay-press interviews with Al Gore, Bill Clin- 
ton, Bill Bradley, and Hillary Rodham Clin- 
ton, which “made news” throughout the 
mainstream press. Oh, and the “moderately 
lengthy” piece on Dr. Laura Schlessinger that 
Bronski dismisses was also a cover story, with 
frequent shorter follow-ups thereafter. 

It’s difficult to know what Bronski’s stan- 
dard for a newsmagazine may be when cover 
stories can be declared to be insufficient at- 
tention to a topic and when the nation’s only 
direct report about the political plans of the 
lesbian daughter of the vice-president (Febru- 
ary 27, 2001) can be dismissed as unworthy 
because the subject chose to speak through an 
intermediary. 

Of course, that’s Bronski’s chosen slant, 
and he’s welcome to it. But had a reporter for 
the Advocate turned in a story as rife with er- 
rors and omissions as Bronski’s, it would not 
have made it into print.

Michael Bronski replies: To begin, the 
humblest apologies for the misspelling of Judy 
Wieder’s name. The same applies to the errors 
in the dates for when Sarah Pettit moved from 
being executive editor to editor to editor in 
chief at Out. 

But Steele is disingenuous in blaming An- 
drew Sullivan for the “banning” controversy. 
It’s interesting to note what Wieder’s own pub- 
lic statement said (the statement was forward- 
ed to me by Michael Kaminer of Michael 
Kaminer Public Relations, the PR firm for LPI, 
which publishes the Advocate): she described 
Sullivan's public statements about an interview 
with Clinton as an attack on “the journalistic 
integrity of the Advocate.” It gets worse: “As 
much as I was looking forward to another 
piece from Andrew, it didn’t make sense to hire 
him to write for a magazine he was in the 
midst of trashing. I told him we needed to take 
a step back and wait until he calmed down.” It 
is no wonder that Sullivan — or any writer — 
might have trouble working with an editor who 
feels free to tell him in a press release to “calm 
down.” Wieder treated Sullivan, in public, like 
a hysterical child. 

Steele's listing of who disagrees with whom 
on the Advocate’s “Guest Column” pages is 
also disingenuous — and misleading. I never 
said that the Advocate presented a unified 
point of view. I said that Sullivan was being 
singled out because he had publicly criticized 
the magazine in other venues. It is one thing 
for transgender activist Riki Wilchins to chal- 
lenge conservative columnist Norah Vincent's 
view about transgender issues on the pages of 
the magazine. It’s quite another for a freelance 
writer to feel obliged to watch what he or she 
says about the Advocate in public. Who knows 
how many other times Wieder has done this to 
writers without the national platform Sullivan 
has to go public? I see Sullivan more as a 
whistle blower than as a writer who needs to 
be told to “calm down.” 

Steele does not address my contention that 
Wieder’s producer role in the Equality Rocks 
benefit presented a conflict of interest. He does, 
however, dispute my claim that the Advocate 


“did no independent investigation” of the Mil- 
lennium March’s finances and attendance. As 
he claims, the magazine did cover these issues, 
but how well? The June 6 story cited by Steele 
is a general overview of the.march titled “Wish 
You'd Been There.” It’s a five-page story 

three pages of which are photographs. Jon Bar 
rett’s piece in that issue was a 400-word side- 

bar about conflicting attendance estimates 

As for the June 20 piece “Where Did All the 
Money Go,” there was nothing enterprising 
about it at all. I’m not asking for the Advocate 
to solve the crime or engage in Woodward 
and-Bernstein reporting, but deeper, more 
comprehensive coverage is what I'd expect 
from the country’s largest gay and lesbian 
newsmagazine. Do I think that Wieder’s and 
LPP’s involvement with the events led to super 
ficial coverage? Yes, though it’s impossible t 
prove. I do know that the alleged financial in 
proprieties received far better coverage in th 
Philadelphia Gay News, one of the few inde 
pendent GLBT weeklies still in existence. And 
of course, that was the main point of the piece 
that the possible merger of the Advocate and 
PlanetOut, and the subsidiaries that have al- 
ready been acquired, has led to a situation in 
which we have only one national voice on im- 
pr wtant tSSues 

Steele correctly notes that the Advocate has 
done some serious articles. But that doesn’t 
refute my point that the Advocate is doing 
fewer and fewer of them. A quick look at the 
covers from January to June 1999 (the most 
recent microfilm I could find) shows that 10 
of the 12 were oriented toward celebrities 
including George Michael, Diana Ross, Greg 
Louganis, Melissa Etheridge, Xena, and a 
Marine who was a porn star. Two covers from 
this period were “issue-oriented.” One was the 
piece on barebacking cited by Steele (promot 
ed with a photo of the back of a naked man) 
and the other was a piece on Matthew Shep- 
ard’s mother 

We all understand that covers drive news- 
stand sales. But the Advocate once trumpeted 
the talents of different celebrities. A look at the 
covers from January through June of 1990 in- 
cludes two gay novelists (John Weir and Ed- 
ward Swift), a classical composer (John 
Corigliano), an AIDS activist, and two gay 
film directors (John Waters and Pedro Almod- 
ovar), as well as rock singer Jimmy Som- 
merville and body builders Rod Jackson and 
Bob Paris. 

One final word on the Mary Cheney “inter- 
view” that Steele touts as something of a 
scoop. Although covering a vice-president’s les- 
bian daughter who will not or cannot speak 
openly does present a problem, the story was 
hyped on the cover as Mary Cheney revealing 
her “gay political strategy.” In fact, Cheney did 
not reveal any such thing. First, she has no 
“gay political strategy” since “the role Mary 
wants to play is beneath the radar” and “ac- 
tivism is not part of her complexion.” Second, 
nowhere in the piece does it state that Cheney 
ever intended this interview — through a 
friend — to appear in the Advocate, nor does 
the piece ever rely on any other source or create 
a context for Cheney’s ventriloquized remarks. 
Has the Advocate scored coups with its inter- 
views with both Clintons? Yes. But there’s a 
big difference between making news and 
breaking news — something the Advocate 
once did regularly but now rarely does. 

Steele fails to address the point of my piece: 
the potential damage that a series of mergers 
could have on how the worldwide GLBT com- 
munity receives, reads, and understands the 
news affecting it. I stand by my fundamental 
contention. 

Michael Bronski derides the Advocate for 
questionable journalistic practices. But it’s 
Bronski’s own reporting that needs closer 
scrutiny. 

Bronski quotes widely, and admiringly, 
from Henry Scott’s letter to “gay activists.” 
Bronski doesn’t note, however, that Scott’s 
disastrous tenure as publisher of Out is wide- 
ly blamed for the magazine’s near death last 
year. Had the Advocate’s parent company not 
rescued Out after Scott was dismissed, then 
Out almost certainly would have disappeared. 

There’s clearly an ulterior motive behind 
Scott’s letter; maybe there’s a similar motive 
behind Bronski’s failure to explore the history 
behind it. In any case, the omission seriously 
compromised what could have been a note- 
worthy story. 

Full disclosure — I’m the “New York— 
based publicist” Bronski mentions in his 
piece.

Moving with ease 


Boston city councilors Mike Ross of the Fenway and Paul 
Scapicchio of the North End solidified their reputation as the hip 
bloc of the often staid body by hosting a March 13 rally and 
hearing in support of later T hours, followed by another hearing 
on bicycle issues in the city. 

Earlier in the day, the MBTA had announced that it will begin 
a one-year trial program of late-night bus service starting 
September 1. The buses will run every 15 to 30 minutes until 
2:30 a.m. and will cover 17 routes, including such stalwarts as 
the #1 between Harvard and Dudley Stations and others that 
parallel the subway lines. Scapicchio, who chairs the council's 
Transportation Committee, is convinced that the agency 
which has resisted the idea in the past — crumbled under the 
public pressure of the rally, which had been announced several 
days before. “The MBTA has been talking about this for two 
years, and they kept putting it off,” he said. “We figured we had 
to do an event. The pilot program came about because of this — 
let's not kid ourselves.” 

More than 100 supporters of later T hours came out in the 
drizzle, bearing signs with slogans such as SAFE T, FREE THE T, 
and — giving the fledgling cause a divine imprimatur — JOHN 
3:16 a.m. Local pols — perhaps drawn by the same inexorable 
force attracting the row of television-news cameras — also 
joined the cause. Mayor Tom Menino spoke in support of 
extended service, and — along with many of his fellow elected 
officials who had hoped for a more robust initiative — called on 
the T to go even further, asking for late-night hours seven days a 
week. At-large councilors Michael Flaherty, Stephen Murphy, 
and Mickey Roache also showed up, as did Maureen Feeney of 
Dorchester and Brian Honan of Allston-Brighton. State Senators 
Robert Havern of Arlington and Steven Tolman of Brighton, who 
have long advocated expanded service, put in an appearance, 
along with their colleague (and lieutenant-governor hopeful) 
Cheryl Jacques of Needham. 

Councilor Jimmy Kelly of South Boston, worried about 
drunken revelers, raised a dissenting voice on the issue. “I can’t 
think of anything more frightening than people on public 
transportation who have been partying all night,” he said. But he 
was Clearly in the minority; the initiative has the support of both 
union leaders, who are hungry for more overtime and new hires, 
and leaders of the powerful hospitality industry, who need to 
make transportation easy for workers in this tight labor market. 

But a lingering question remained as to whether the MBTA 
would actually follow through on its promise. Ann Herzenberg, 
the chief operating officer of the MBTA, explained at the hearing 
that “most recently in 1999, the state senate asked for such a 
study [to extend service hours].” The agency never implemented 
the plan, she said, because it became occupied with meeting 
new financial guidelines imposed by the legislature. But 
Tolman's assessment was more blunt. “They made a false 
promise once, in January of 2000,” he recalled, “and that 
program never materialized. I'm skeptical of the lip service. We 
need to be vigilant to make sure we get service. A simple 
statement from the secretary of transportation doesn’t mean this 
is going to happen.” 

At the bicycle hearing later that evening, it was Mayor Menino 
who was in the cross hairs of Scapicchio, Ross, and more than 
80 bicycle advocates. Scapicchio noted that, while he enjoys a 
good relationship with the administration, Menino ultimately 
controls the city’s purse strings — and therefore has the power 
to fund a bicycle-coordinator position that the two councilors 
want for the city. In 1999, Bicycling magazine called Boston one 
of the three worst cities for biking in North America. A 
coordinator would act as an advocate for cyclists at City Hall — 
when new streets are paved, for instance, the coordinator could 
lobby for bike lanes to be drawn in. Dozens of cycling 
enthusiasts testified about statistics and their own experience 
riding in Boston, in an effort to give the councilors “some 
ammunition to use” in their negotiations with the administration. 

Ross and Scapicchio both won points with activists by noting 
that they bike to work, and Scapicchio joked that he was looking 
for tips on good European cycling tours for his upcoming 
honeymoon. Even Councilor Maura Hennigan of Jamaica Plain, 
who as a 20-year council veteran is past the urban-hipster 
stage, tried to get in good with the cycling crowd. “I have a 
bicycle too!” she noted. “My bicycle is on a stand. Partly because 
it’s winter and I'm not as brave as many of you, but it’s also 
because | share a fear because this city is not as safe as it 
should be for bicycles.” 

Indeed, speakers delved into minute details of dangerous 
intersections and tales of their injuries. But their main goal was 
to plead for a coordinator — like those in Seattle, Los Angeles, 
and Washington, DC — who could make sense of the city’s red 
tape. Anne McKinnon of Jamaica Plain, who served on the city’s 
first Bicycle Advisory Committee (BAC) in 1995, pointed out that 
“money for bike racks has been secured since 1997, and | think 
that’s an appalling record,” because — due to bureaucratic 
inefficiency — it remained untapped until this year. Erin Gorden, 
the chair of the current BAC, says that 300 bike racks will be 
going up across the city as soon as the snow melts. But 
McKinnon notes: “A bike coordinator can make sure those things 
get done.” The Boston Transportation Department announced at 
the hearing that the BAC’s bicycle plan for the city — which 
recommends a full-time coordinator — will be released in the 
next month and will be available on the Internet. 

As Scapicchio has discovered during his frequent bike trips 
from the North End to Harvard Square, “you take your life in 
your hands” when you bike in certain parts of the city. With their 
push for a full-time bike coordinator, their efforts to improve 
conditions for cyclists in the city, and their advocacy for later T 
hours, he and Ross hope to take back the streets. And, judging 
from the crowds which packed the hearings, in this election year 
they're also likely to take in some votes.

It's become a truism in American life: our kids suck at math. 


Or, as Harvard researcher Howard Shaffer puts it, “Over the - 


years, children have shown an increasing disinterest in 
mathematics.”

While many might view this state of affairs as a harbinger of 
America’s slide into moral and intellectual ruin, Shaffer sees it 
as an opportunity.

Gay-media merger ends 


The proposed merger of Liberation Publications, Inc. (LP!) — 
publisher of the Advocate and Out magazines — and PlanetOut, 
the largest gay-oriented online media and services provider, is 
now Officially off. A joint press release issued March 8 by the two 
privately held companies, which signed a letter of intent to merge 
last March, attributes the failure of the plan to “changes in the 
investment environment.” It noted that PlanetOut’s merger with 
Gay.com was also a factor. The possibility of the merger had set 
off such a flurry of worry and criticism in the gay and lesbian 
publishing world that Henry Scott, the former publisher of Out 
magazine, had urged gay activists to contact the US Justice 
Department to request an investigation. (See “A Gay-Media 
Monopoly?”, News and Features, March 2.) 

LPI! president Jim Franklin says the deal could still go 
forward, even though the two companies have legally 
terminated the letter of intent: “In the future, if that is something 
that is still out there, and we all like the idea, we will revisit it. 
But there is no date on the calendar.” He adds that LPI will 
“have some further discussions” with PlanetOut “to see what 
we can do that would be mutually beneficial without merging.”

PlanetOut spokesperson Bryce Eberhart agrees, claiming that 
the Internet company is looking forward to “continuing to work 
together doing even more cross-promotion, content sharing, 
[and] joint marketing with the Advocate.” PlanetOut (to be 
known as PlanetPartners following its merger with Gay.com, 
which is expected to take place by the end of this month) hosts 
links to a variety of other gay and lesbian publications, such as 
San Francisco's Bay Area Reporter, the Washington Blade, 
Girlfriends, and Hero. But the Advocate has a far higher profile 
and fuller integration on its site. 

Scott, meanwhile, claims that the new development is no 
victory for fans of independent gay media. Scrapping the 
merger “doesn’t deal with the core problem,” he says. “What we 
now have is a situation where a company who has four million 
users has decided not to pick up another 200,000 customers. 
You still have two companies ... who still have 40 percent of 
the online gay market.” In the meantime, he notes, LPI and 
PlanetOut'’s plans to seek other ways to work together doesn't 
bode well for the national gay media. “To the degree that LPI 
and PlanetOut continue to combine business practices, 
including advertising, they have the incentive to take similar 
positions and act like a monolith even though they are not one 
legally,” he says.

Alliance takes aim 


Across the border in Vermont, gays and lesbians have been 
enjoying civil unions for nearly a year, but Massachusetts still doesn't 
offer rudimentary domestic-partnership benefits to state workers. At 
last week's annual meeting, the Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, and 
Transgender Political Alliance of Massachusetts vowed to change that 

At the March 7 meeting, the 18-year-old grassroots organization 
elected two new co-chairs: Betsy Smith of Hudson and Ron Hersom of 
Somerville, both of whom recently moved from Maine and earned their 
political stripes battling anti-gay ballot initiatives. The major goals that 
they set include lobbying the state legislature to pass domestic- 
partnership legislation (which would mandate group health-insurance 
coverage for partners of state employees, and allow municipalities to 
Offer it) and to defeat an anti-gay-marriage bill known as the Defense 
of Marriage Act (DOMA). DOMA may be a particular threat this year, 
since its lead sponsor, Representative John Rogers (D-Norwood), was 
recently appointed to the powerful chairmanship of the House Ways 
and Means Committee. In addition, says Smith, “there are potentially 
DOMA ballot initiatives on the horizon in 2002 and 2004, and we're 
laying the groundwork now to prepare for those.” 


This fall, the Alliance will endorse candidates for mayor and city 


councilor in Boston; the group also hopes to make endorsements in 


other Massachusetts cities, including Brookline and Worcester. But 


perhaps the most important task is internal, says Hersom. “We want to 


focus on re-energizing the steering committee and building the 


membership,” he says. Board membership at the Alliance dropped to 
five last year, but it has rebounded, and Hersom hopes to expand it to 
15. The group has also created the new position of communications 
director (filled by former Alliance chair Jeremy Pittman), and plans to 
introduce an interactive Web site and a quarterly newsletter to keep in

Recount recall 


William Kristol, the editor of the conservative Weekly 
Standard, sits in the Inn at Harvard's Atrium Restaurant 
and explains that the post-election recount fight 
represented “the rule of law versus the will of the people. 
Washington Post columnist E.J. Dionne Jr. ieans back on 
a nearby couch and takes issue with Kristol: “People on 
the Gore side would say the rule of law was distorted by 
the Florida secretary of state [Katherine Harris]. 

The debate recalls many hard-fought discussions 
during and following the recount battle.

Max Kennedy’s strategy 


With Monday’s announcement by former congressman Joe 
Kennedy that he will not run for governor in 2002, Kennedy 
loyalists are rallying around brother Max to carry the family 
standard in local politics. The younger Kennedy has met with 
Congressman Joe Moakley — a move that many observers 
believe indicates Kennedy's interest in Moakley’s seat. When 
asked if he and Moakley had talked about his running for 
Moakley’s seat in Congress, Kennedy told reporters: “You can 
draw your own conclusions. !’m thinking about it.” Even before 
the news of Moakley’s illness broke, Max Kennedy was imploring 
Democratic operatives to stick around because “another 
Kennedy” would be running. (See “The Hub’s Hamlet,” News and 
Features, February 16.) 

So far Kennedy, named for cold warrior Maxwell Taylor, has 
played his cards well. Paying proper homage to Moakley — both 
by attending the emotional press conference at which Moakley 
announced his decision to step down and by visiting Moakley in 
Washington — got Kennedy started on the right path. The same 
cannot be said for Senator Brian Joyce of Milton, who filled out 
the paperwork to form a federal-campaign committee this week 
and alienated Moakley by making fundraising calls the day the 
congressman announced his illness. 

Getting Moakley’s blessing is key to a successful run. It’s not 
his endorsement per se — everybody agrees that endorsements 
don’t mean that much anymore (though Moakley’s, under the 
circumstances, would arguably sway voters). It’s his organization. 
Moakley's operatives know the district from the inside out. Most of 
the candidates mentioned for the race have a distinct geographic 
base, such as Senator Marc Pacheco of Taunton, but few carry 
name recognition and support throughout the district. Kennedy 
needs the help of Moakley’s organization to be a credible 
candidate — although his famous name doesn't hurt either. 

Even an endorsement from Moakley won't guarantee smooth 
sailing for Kennedy. Sentiment in South Boston is cold toward him. 
In a town where state-representative candidates work their way up 
through the ranks as drivers and coat-holders, celebrity 
candidates don't carry much weight. Even the now-sainted John F. 
Kennedy was viewed by Southie locals as a spoiled rich kid 
profiting from his father’s reputation. Senator Ted Kennedy ran into 
opposition in the community when he supported busing, and he 
had to work hard to win South Boston's loyalty with his committed 
pro-labor stands. 

The good news for Max Kennedy is that he doesn’t have to win 
South Boston to win the election. All Kennedy needs to do is win 
a number of Southie’s many new voters and do well consistently 
throughout the suburbs. Says Democratic strategist Mary Anne 
Marsh: “You get one chance to make a good impression, and 
Max certainly has that.”

Pentagon on trial 


Some 50 years have passed since the violence of war ravaged 
Korea. But Koreans across the globe have just begun speaking 
out about what happened during the Korean War — and they are 
putting the United States in their cross hairs. 

After nearly a year of mobilizing Koreans from such far-flung 
places as Boston, Seoul, and Tokyo, the Washington, DC-based 
Korea Truth Commission (KTC) is gearing up for its own version 
of justice: a war-crimes tribunal targeting the Pentagon. 

For the past nine months, the KTC, joined by human-rights 
and social-justice advocates, has conducted a “people's 
investigation” of Pentagon-led military attacks against civilians 
during the Korean conflict that lasted from 1950 to 1953. This 
month, the group kicks off a series of hearings in San Francisco, 
Los Angeles, and Boston to draw attention to the US role in that 
war. It also hopes to rally local activists for the upcoming tribunal, 
which is slated for June 23 in New York City. 

“It’s important to tell the truth to the American people,” says 
Phebe Eckfeidt of the International Action Center, which is 
sponsoring the KTC’s Boston hearing on March 25. “These 
massacres, and the US's involvement in these massacres, must 
not be forgotten.” 

The effort to expose Korean war crimes dates back to 
September 1999, when a scathing Associated Press article 
examined a July 1950 massacre in the South Korean village No 
Gun Ri. The AP reported that as many as 248 peasants — 
mostly women and children — languished beneath a railroad 
bridge for three days while US troops mowed them down with

Such horror stories were made real for Eckfeldt and dozens of 
New England activists on a journey to South Korea last August. 
As part of a KTC fact-finding mission, Eckfeldt went from village 
to village, interviewing survivors and gathering evidence. While in 
the Kyunggi province outside Seoul, she visited the llsan 
Kumjung Cave, where villagers produced row after row of human 
skulls, bone shards, and tattered clothes — artifacts of what they 
described as the routine killing of unarmed civilians by US- 
directed troops. 

As Koreans relayed their experiences, Eckfeldt recalls, “there 
wasn't a dry eye in the place. ... It was pretty intense.” 

A similar scene may unfold at the Boston event, where several 
war-crime survivors are expected to address the crowd. KTC 
members will also speak about their struggle for justice from the 
Pentagon — which has not acknowledged a role in civilian 
attacks, except at No Gun Ri. 

Though Eckfeldt recognizes that the June tribunal is largely 
symbolic, she says that symbolism matters. “We have a 
responsibility to help bring justice to fruition for the Korean 
people,” she says, “and the tribunals will certainly expose what 
the US did there [in Korea] as criminal.” 

The Boston KTC hearing takes place on March 25 at 6 p.m. at 
the Community Church of Boston, 565 Boylston Street. For more 
information, call the Boston International Action Center at (617) 
522-6626.

HEN I WAS about 15, my dad 
gave me the best piece of advice 
that he’s ever given me. “Kristine,” 
he said. “You shouldn't lie.” | hadn’t lied

I think lying is 
wrong, but that’s not the rea- 
son I avoid it. I avoid it for the very reason 
that my father mentioned: | have a terrible 
memory.

At CNN, the granddaddy of cable news 
it’s a time of anniversaries and transitions 

all bitter, none sweet. Two decades ago 
Ted Turner launched what was then called 
the Cable News Network to do battle with 
the Big Three broadcast networks. One 
decade ago his creation proved its mettle 
with its vibrant, live-from-Baghdad cover- 
age of the Gulf War. 

But now the all-news cable audience, 
never huge to begin with, is being carved up. 
MSNBC and the Fox News Channel, both 
launched in 1996, have grabbed nearly two- 
thirds of the 800,000 or so households that 
regularly tune in to cable news. (By way of 
comparison, some 23 million households 
still watch one of the three network news- 
casts each evening.) Turner sold out to 
Time Warner, which in turn sold out to up- 
start America Online, whose first act was to 
whack about 400 of CNN’s 4000 staffers. 
Rick Kaplan, the former CNN president 
who launched NewsStand, an ambitious 
magazine show, is now holed up at Harvard. 
Anchor Bernie Shaw, a symbol of CNN’s se- 
riousness and gravity, has retired. And CNN 
isn’t just cutting back — it’s dumbing down, 
too. Just like its competitors. 

Maybe there’s not all that much to do 
when there’s no breaking news to report. 
For instance, when I first planned to write 
this piece, I was going to review the prime- 
time line-ups for Wednesday, February 28. 
But when a powerful earthquake hit the 
Seattle area, the cable channels dumped 
their programming and went live, which is 
exactly what they should do. (Never mind 
that they showed the same footage of large 
holes in the ground over and over.) The 
channels also performed a valuable public 
service and bolstered their ratings by 
broadcasting live for hours on end during 


the post-election fiasco in Florida. 


Talking heads are a cheap way to fill time 


when there’s nothing else-going on — and 
with small audiences and corporate owners 
obsessed with the bottom line, “cheap” 
would appear to be the operative word. But 
even if you accept the idea that the cable 
news channels aren’t going to invest in a lot 
of expensive, original reporting, there’s no 
reason that talk TV has to be this dumb. 

To bone up for this article, | watched 15 
hours of television — essentially the entire 
late-afternoon and prime-time schedules on 
CNN, MSNBC, and Fox, taped on 
Wednesday, March 7. I filled 50 sheets of 
81/2x11-inch paper with notes. 

And you know what? After all that tube- 
viewing, | saw fewer news stories than 
you'll find on the front page of the New 
York Times. | gleaned less intelligence than 
you'll get listening to 
All Things Considered 
for half an hour on 
your way home from 
work. ABC’s Nightline 
is newsier, CBS’s 60 
Minutes is much better 
reported, Jmus in the 
Morning (simulcast, by 
the way, on MSNBC) 
has juicier inside dirt, and the Sunday- 
morning talk shows all offer more sub- 
stance and class. 

So where to begin? At the beginning. 
With CNN, where it all started. And where, 
sadly, it’s now all falling apart. 


HE NATIONAL Journal’s William 

Powers recently put it this way: “Tun- 
ing in to CNN these days feels like visiting 
the hospital room of an old friend dying a 
slow, painful death.” MSNBC has cor-

nered the market on young and hip. Fox 
zoomed to prominence by making a bla- 
tant appeal to conservatives. CNN targets 
mainly those who can’t get Fox or 
MSNBC (CNN is available in 81 million 
US households, which is about 20 million 
more than either of its competitors can 
claim) and those who enjoy watching a 
slow-motion car wreck. 

The sad thing is, my viewing suggests 
that CNN still has the highest standards 
(though not, as we shall see, during prime 


time) and an impressive stable of talent 
(though neither of its two most significant 
assets, Christiane Amanpour and Jeff 
Greenfield, popped up during my five 
hours of viewing). But when the program- 
ming becomes progressively more awful as 
the evening wears on — and, presumably, 
as more people come home from work and 
are able to watch — what good are stan- 
dards and talent? 

CNN’s oddest shortcoming has always 
been its lack of a signature newscast. 


NewsStand was intended as 
a signature show, but it 
wasn't a newscast.

time newscast is Inside Poli- 
tics, broadcast from 5 to 
6:30 p.m. and anchored by 
Judy Woodruff and, until 
recently, Bernie Shaw. 
Make no mistake: this is the 
real deal. The evening | 
watched, Inside Politics of- 
fered in-depth reporting on 
stories ranging from the 
Bush tax plan to the swear- 
ing-in of Israel’s new prime 
minister, Ariel Sharon, as 
well as live updates on the 
high-school shooting in 
Santee, California. In addi- 
tion, Woodruff interviewed 
Secretary of Labor Elaine 
Chao on the Republican 
vote to dump workplace er- 
gonomic rules (Chao stuck 
like a robot to her bland 
talking points), and a few 
talking-heads segments 
were thrown in starring Bob 
Novak, the “Carlson Twins” 
(the unrelated Margaret and 
Tucker), and political ana- 
lyst Bill Schneider (on 
Arnold Schwarzenegger’s 
non-campaign for governor 
of California). 

Not bad. But who is 
watching television at 
5 p.m. other than children 
and shut-ins? (It doesn’t 
repeat anymore, not even in 
the midnight—to—6 a.m. 
ghetto.) After Inside 
Politics, CNN goes with fi- 
nancial news until 
7:30 p.m., when its hideous 
prime-time line-up kicks in. 
From 7:30 to 8 p.m., the 
superannuated Crossfire 
stupefies, long past its tol- 
erable glory days, when 
Michael Kinsley and Pat 
Buchanan offered a bit of intelligence. The 
current hosts, Bill Press and Bob Novak, 
are no dummies, but they serve up mere 
shtick.

Tucker Carlson is a talented young political 
writer and — I can attest — a certified 
good guy; but here he comes across as a 
bow-tied twit. They spend a few moments 
kicking around Barbra Streisand, Arnold 
Schwarzenegger, and the corpse of Harold 
Stassen before ushering the aforemen- 
tioned Jim Traficant onto the set. What’s 
disturbing is that Press and Carlson seem 
to have no idea how bad their show is. 
After Traficant leaves, Carlson looks into 
the camera and declares with an air of self- 
satisfaction, “Here we are marinating in the 
afterglow of Jim Traficant’s appearance.” 
Well, Tucker, maybe you are, but we aren’t. 
The Spin Room is supposed to be interac- 
tive, so chat-room comments are displayed 
during the show, and Carlson and Press read 
viewer e-mails at the end.

Dive for the bottom, with an 
crable mess called MSNBC Investigates 
night: “Crimes Caught on Tape,” a 
gruesome hour of helicopter chases and 
onvenience-store-video footage, highlight- 
ed by two heavy exchanges of gunfire (one 
fatal) and a tape of semi-nude women 
vho’d been assaulted in Central Park 
As for Matthews himself, the man is a 
loudmouth and something of a buffoon, 
but he knows politics and he knows how to 
keep a talk show moving. And though he 
often engages his mouth while his brain is 
still idling (“That kid looks pretty cute, | 
don’t know what his problem is,” he says 
while Andy Williams’s arraignment is being 
aired), he also makes some good points 
about the horrors of bullying and the cow- 
ardice of the Democrats, who have backed 
away from gun control. He also interviews 
Senate Budget Committee chairman Pete 
Domenici about the Bush tax cut, and tries 
harder to push Domenici off his talking 
points than most hosts would dare.

Phe Fox News Channel, the brainchild of 
international media mogul Rupert Mu 
doch, plays an interesting game: it’s clearly 
pitched to conservatives, yet head honcho 
Roger Ailes — a former Republican opera 
tive — resolutely insists that his channel 
does not indulge conservative biases. It’s 
not that Fox is conservative; it’s that CNN 
and MSNBC are liberal, whereas Fox is bal 
anced. “We report, you decide” is Fox’s oft 
repeated slogan. Got it? 

Actually, leaving aside the matter of 
whether the competition is liberal, there is 
something to Fox’s claim of being balanced 

at least when it’s reporting the news. 
From 6 to 7 p.m., Brit Hume presides over 
the newscast Special Report. It is as serious 
and substantive as Inside Politics, featuring 
reported pieces on subjects such as Cheney’s 
heart, North Korea, the tax cut, and the like. 
The talking-heads panel is balanced, with 
conservative Fred Barnes, moderate Morton 
Kondracke, and liberal Mara Liasson.

There is an attempt to focus more on Bush 
himself, who’s barely visible on the other 
channels; and the show does feature such 
conservative-friendly bits as a Bloomberg poll 
showing that Americans approve of the tax 
cut by a two-to-one margin, a piece on Jesse 
Jackson’s questionable finances (a perfectly 
legitimate story), and an in-studio Hume in- 
terview with Lionel Chetwynd, the director of 
Varian’s War and a self-professed “acolyte of 
Fred Barnes and Bill Kristol.” But the main 
problem with Special Report, as with Inside 
Edition, is that it’s over before most people 
are home from work. 

Hume is followed by Fox’s answer to Ash- 
leigh Banfield — Shepard Smith, the pretty- 
boy anchor of The Fox Report (7 to 8 p.m.), 
who presides over an exceedingly light news- 
cast featuring entirely unsubstantiated allega- 
tions that human clones will 
have giant heads, a pregnant 
woman who helped rescue a 
man whose car had plunged 
into a lake, and some footage 
of folks in Western costumes 
dancing with their dogs. 

It’s really not until after 
Smith signs off that the con- 
servative thing kicks in, but 
then it does so with a 
vengeance. The O'Reilly Factor 
(8 to 9 p.m.) is a cable phe- 
nomenon, reaching, according 
to Newsweek, some 1.5 million 
households. O'Reilly, who used 
to do mediocre commentary 
for Boston’s WCVB-TV 
(Channel 5), has really come 
into his own, mainly through 
his ability to be endlessly glib, 
nuance and complexity be damned. “Why 
isn’t the media asking questions of Jesse 
Jackson and Bill Clinton?” he wants to 
know. “The most powerful black leader in 
the country is taking in tens of millions of 
dollars and his books are a mess.” The Clin- 
ton pardons are “an outrage.” The Demo- 
cratic National Committee is “an outrage.” 
O’Reilly grills a tax lawyer who advises non- 
profit organizations. The lawyer’s conclu- 
sion: Jackson should be audited. O’ Reilly 
also treats his viewers to toe-sutker Dick 
Morris, who believes Clinton committed a 
felony by granting pardons in return for the 
expectation of future favors, and former 
Jackson associate Ron Daniels. 

Daniels strikes at the heart of what’s 
wrong with O’Reilly’s methodology when 
O’Reilly suddenly says 
that Jackson can’t ac- 
count for “millions of 
dollars,” then tells 
Daniels, “Thank you 
for coming in. I hope 
you think we’ve been 
fair.” Responds a 
stunned Daniels: 
“You just dropped 
this missing-millions 
thing.” How, Daniels 
asks, can he respond 
to a completely un- 
substantiated charge 
of that nature? Well, 
whatever. Time for a 
commercial. 

After The O'Reilly Factor comes Hannity 
& Colmes (9 to 10 p.m.), the mutant off- 
spring of Crossfire, in which beefy conserva- 
tive Sean Hannity plays the aggressor while 
angular liberal Alan Colmes is the foil. Actu- 
ally, this is kind of an interesting evening: the 
ACLU’s Nadine Strossen is on hand to talk 
about the cruelty of imposing the death 
penalty on the mentally retarded, and the 
pro-death Hannity actually agrees with her. 
Representative Bernie Sanders of Vermont 
appears to talk taxes, and responds to Hanni- 
ty’s insinuation that he’s a “socialist” by say- 
ing that, well, yeah, he is. “I wanted to get it 
on the record for the first time,” says Hanni- 
ty, a statement that surely must have sur- 
prised Sanders’s constituents, to whom his 
oft-expressed socialist views have long been 
public knowledge. 

From 10 to 11 p.m., former Boston 
newswoman Paula Zahn hosts The Edge, 
and she manages to interview Jim Traficant 
(it must be Traficant Night; didn’t MSNBC 
get the memo?) for several segments with- 
out his coming off as a lunatic. She also 
does an excellent bit on Chris Niemeyer, an 


evangelical Christian who was banned from 
delivering his high school’s valedictory 
speech because of its religious content

According to a recent report by the Asso- 
ciated Press, as recently as 20 years ago 
some 75 percent of households watched one 
of the Big Three network newscasts. Today, 
that figure is down to 44 percent. 

Two trends are at work. First, surveys 
show that fewer and fewer people are inter- 
ested in the news — at least in the traditional 
political news that has always been a staple of 
the mainstream media. The network news- 
casts’ remaining audience skews old, meaning 
that viewership is destined to keep shrinking. 
Newspaper circulation has been declining for 
years, newsmagazines struggle to hang on, 
and even local newscasts, the last to be affect- 
ed by the anti-news trend, are losing viewers. 

Second, this is the age of audience frag-

increased from $159,264 to $294,640 between January 
and October 2000 — and the number of sales per month 
rose from 18 to 43. 

As dramatic as Southie’s demographic upheaval may be, 
though, it seems to have had little impact on the neighbor- 
hood’s politics. South Boston is still represented by three 
traditional politicians — Kelly, Lynch, and Hart, whose 
uncle served as a state legislator before him. In customary 
fashion, they fought their way up the food chain (and, 
more recently, they supported the linkage deal for South 
Boston waterfront develop- 
ment agreed to by Mayor 
Thomas Menino). But all that 
may be about to change 


HE POLITICAL land- 

scape in the neighborhood 
is poised to shift faster than a 
City Point three-decker 
changes hands. First, US 
Representative Joe Moakley, 
the closest thing to a political 
institution in the city of 
Boston, has announced his 
retirement at term’s end be 
cause he has terminal cancer. 
Second, Lynch himself has 
indicated that he intends to 
seek higher office, most likely 
the lieutenant governor’s seat 
soon to be vacated by Jane 
Swift. Third, Hart will throw 
his hat into the ring to take Lynch’s place. He could face 
a challenge from Michael Kineavy, the director of the 
Mayor’s Office for Neighborhood Services, and his own 
job is attracting interest from a’number of potential can- 
didates in South Boston. Meanwhile, another Southie 
race could be even more explosive: Kelly could face an 
electoral challenge as early as this fall from former state 
representative Paul Gannon. (Lynch defeated the incum- 
bent Gannon in a bitter race for state representative be- 
fore being elected to the Senate when former Senate pres- 
ident William Bulger retired in 1996.) 

Excluding the race to replace Moakley, which will also 
involve inner-ring suburbs such as Milton and Canton, 
each of these contests will focus on one issue: preserving 
Southie. South Boston “is at a crossroads,” says former 
Boston mayor Ray Flynn. “Whether or not South Boston 
is going to be a livable community for working-class peo- 
ple is really the issue here.” (Flynn declines to discuss 
whether he plans to seek Moakley’s seat.) 

Bob O’Shea, a 38-year-old community liaison with the 
Big Dig and a potential candidate for state representative, 
paints a dark picture for the neighborhood should the 
community and its leaders fail to come up with a plan. 
“How many families are going to be able to live in South 
Boston?” he says. Southie, he fears, could meet the fate 
of the North End: “There are no families over there any- 
more. The restaurants are there and that’s all they have.” 

That South Boston should retain its traditional charac- 
ter might be the consensus, but how to achieve that goal 
— especially in view of the current political and demo- 
graphic sea change — is very much in question. That 
was the aim of 1998’s so-called Memorandum of Under- 
standing between the city and Kelly, Lynch, and Hart, 
who represented the interests of the neighborhood in ne- 
gotiations with the Boston Redevelopment Authority. 
Under that agreement, Menino agreed to let some 51 
percent of linkage benefits paid to the city by private de- 
velopers flow to a neighborhood nonprofit called the 
South Boston Betterment Trust. (Generally, a neighbor- 
hood gets to keep.only between 10 and 20 percent of 
such money.) The agreement also required private devel- 
opers to negotiate the payment of mitigation funds for 
other inconveniences directly with the neighborhood 
group. Though the outline of the deal had been public 
for some time, controversy ensued when community 
leaders decried it in a 3000-word front-page Boston 
Globe story on May 24, 2000. And when community

groups from other neighborhoods sued — arguing that 
the deal violated federal housing laws — Menino settled 
the case. South Boston community groups filed a suit of 
their own, and the matter is still in the courts. The fate of 
the deal, and the community’s anger toward the mayor, 
will dominate the political season. 

One sure way to challenge the established order, in fact, 
is to challenge the wisdom of the linkage deal, and Gan- 
non has done just that. Gannon, a 40-year-old South 
Boston lawyer who has opposed the commercial develop- 
ment encroaching on his neighborhood, served as a state

representative from 1990 to 1994, when Lynch beat him 
— with the assistance of the South Boston Tribune. He 
argues that the deal actually made things worse for South 
Boston. “Kelly overlooked the issues that affected the 
neighborhoods because of the money he was going to 
control,” says Gannon, who has continued to remain ac- 
tive in community groups since leaving the legislature. 
“We've been hurt by the whole thing. We’re not getting 
the funds and the housing money we were supposed to 
get because of his greed. That’s one of the reasons I’m 
considering it [running against him].” 

Kelly, of course, sees it differently: he says that the 
South Boston Betterment Trust was a conventional non- 
profit controlled by trustees named by himself, Moakley, 
Menino, and others, and that it was required to file an- 
nual reports and provide public accounting of its fi-

nances. “Everything would clearly be open and above- 
board,” he says. Still, he claims to welcome a challenge 
come fall. “I have no problem with somebody running 
against me,” he says. “I know my political supporters will 
want to send a clear message to whoever runs against me 
and give me a convincing victory. I’m going to be around 
for a long time for no other reason than to make the 
Globe’s life miserable.” 

Gannon is the only likely political candidate who criti- 
cizes the linkage deal, but others have plenty to say about 
it. O’Shea contends that rather being the object of city- 
wide ridicule for the 
deal, South Boston de- 
serves credit for negoti- 
ating in the first place. 
“For years we have 
been painted as 
parochial and noncon- 
formist, but we got in- 
volved in the system,” 
he says. “We are the 
impacted community. 
Those protections that 
we fought for should be 
adhered to.” 

And Brian Wallace, 
an all-but-certain can- 
didate for the state-rep- 
resentative seat if Hart 
decides to run for 
Lynch’s position, is 
more than willing to 
take a shot at Menino 
over the matter. A long-time community activist who ran 
Joe Timilty’s campaign in South Boston in 1979, Wallace 
will serve as a co-host for Lynch’s breakfast and as the of- 
ficial starter of the St. Patrick’s Day Parade. “Jimmy felt 
he got screwed. If you back Jimmy Kelly into a corner, 
you better watch out,” he says, adding that the communi- 
ty feels abandoned by the mayor: “I think he walked away 
from us. I don’t think you should make policy based on 
what the Globe told you to do.” (Hollywood alert: Fox 
2000 just purchased the film rights to Wallace’s true- 
crime yarn Final Confession: The Unsolved Crimes of Phil 
Cresta [Northeastern University Press, 2000] for a six- 
figure sum. The book deals only tangentially with South 
Boston, however.) 

Even politicians who won’t say much about the linkage 
deal agree that the problems it was meant to address are

“The power of the new voter in town is enormous. It just 
needs to be put into focus,” says Gannon. “A candidate 
who is more moderating in his ideas than Kelly could form 
a coalition of the new residency and the old-timers 
There’s no doubt about it. The new voters are highly intel- 
ligent and can see when a candidate or councilor is using 
his position for political advantage.” 

The circulation of South Boston Online’s print edition 
has grown to 20,000; its Web site garners another 40,000 
hits per week. Don’t expect any picture bans here. “We 
intend to cover everybody fairly,” says editor Jamie 
Bearse. 

One candidate who has already begun working with 
both new and old residents is Wallace, who’s active in 
neighborhood charities such as the South Boston Fire 
Fund. For Wallace, Southie’s changing demographics are 
an uncertainty that must be factored into the race. “No 
one really knows what the new Southie is going to pro- 
duce,” he says. “I’m not sure if the new South Bostoni- 
ans are going to be active in a representative’s race.” 

As for Lynch, whose likely bid for lieutenant governor 
would set off much of this political seat-shuffling, he says 
it’s easy to make too much of the new residents; he notes 
that the base of regular voters is much the same as it al- 
ways was. “I don’t see the new residents voting in the 
same frequency as the long-time residents,” he says. Still, 
he acknowledges that the overall number of voters may 
decrease: “The biggest factor would be a drop in the ag- 
gregate vote totals. As we see bigger families being forced 
out, the numbers aren’t as high as they once were.” 

But other local figures don’t dismiss the newcomers. “I 
definitely wouldn’t ignore them,” says Shawn Murphy, a 
director of the political-consulting and public-relations 
firm GPC International, who is also weighing a run for 
state representative. And Kelly himself plans to encourage 
the new residents to vote. “I think they'll tend to support 
my brand of politics,” he says. More voters, says Kelly, 
means more clout in City Hall. New voters will get South 
Boston in a position to “flex its muscles.” 

There has already been one experiment with courting 
the new South Boston voters, and it did not go well. In 
1999, the year of sweeping change on the Boston City 
Council, Chuck Turner of Roxbury and Michael Ross of 
the Fenway joined the council as insurgent candidates. But 
another such candidate, Greg Timilty, fell short of victory. 
The Timilty campaign had hoped to capture many of the 
new residents of South Boston; the candidate took a risk 
by coming out against Kelly, then the council president. 

Paul Sarkis knows the story well. A two-year resident 
of South Boston, Sarkis ran Timilty’s campaign. “Obvi- 
ously, you go look at the line waiting to get on the

Timilty admits that criticizing Kelly wasn’t a great way 
to try to get elected in 1999. “Did that hurt me over 
there? Yeah,” he says. “When you go against Jimmy Kelly 
in South Boston, you know what the ramifications are 
going to be.” His friend Sarkis leaves open the possibility 
that a future candidate might be able to build on a current 
local base, together with the newcomers. But it might be a 
while before that formula is tested again: a contested gov 
ernor’s race of the type that might bring out scores of new 
voters will not take place until 2002. At the least, given 
the bad year that Kelly has had, Timilty now concedes he 
was “a little bit ahead of my time.” 

How far ahead remains to be seen. Perhaps Gannon, 
who seems to meet Sarkis’s description of a successful in 
surgent candidate, will fit the bill. It is certain that none of 
this will matter during Sunday’s festivities. But the up- 
coming political changes could determine whether South 
Boston remains a viable community or becomes mere 
fodder for Hollywood development deals =

MAGINE MADISON SQUARE 

Garden brimming over with 18,000 

laughing and ebullient women of 
every size, shape, age, and color, along 
with their male friends, ditto. Imagine 
that in that immense space, usually 
packed with hooting sports fans, these 
women are watching Oprah, Queen 
Latifah, Claire Danes, Swoosie Kurtz, 
Kathleen Chalfant, Julie Kavn- 
er (who voices Marge Simp- 
son), Rosie Perez, Donna 
Hanover (soon-to-be-ex-wife 
of New York’s bigamous 
mayor), and 60-odd other A- 
list divas put on a gala produc- 
tion of The Vagina Mono- 
logues, Eve Ensler’s theater 
piece about women and their 
mimis, totos, split knishes, 
Gladys Siegelmans, pussycats, 
poonanis, and twats. Imagine 
that this extravaganza is part 
of a huge $2 million fundrais- 
ing effort for V-Day, the anti- 
violence project that grew out 
of the show and that gives 
money to groups fighting vio- 
lence against women around 
the world. That was what hap- 
pened on February 10, with 
more donations and more per- 
formances to come as the play 
is produced by students at 
some 250 colleges around the 
country, from Adelphi on 
Long Island — where it was 
completely sold out and 
where, sources assure me, the 
v-word retains every bit of its 
shock value — to Yale. 

And they keep saying femi- 
nism is dead. 

The Vagina Monologues, in 
fact, was singled out in Time’s 
1998 cover story “Is Femi- 
nism Dead?” as proof that the 
movement had degenerated 
into self-indulgent sex chat. 
(This was a new departure for 
the press, which usually dis- 
misses the movement as hu- 
morless, frumpish, and puri- 
tanical.) In her Village Voice 
report on the gala, Sharon Lerner, a 
terrific feminist journalist, is unhappy 
that the actresses featured at the Gar- 
den event prefer the v-word to the 
f-word. (“Violence against women is a 
feminist issue?” participant Isabella 
Rossellini asks her. “I don’t think it 
is.” This from the creator of a new 
perfume called “Manifesto”!) 
Women’s rights aren’t what one asso- 
ciates with postfeminist 
icons like Glenn Clase, 
whose most indelible 
screen role was as the 
bunny-boiling man-stalk- 
er in Fatal Attraction, or 
Calista Flockhart, televi- 
sion’s dithery micro-skirt- 
ed lawyerette Ally McBeal. Still, aren’t 
we glad that Jane Fonda, who per- 
formed the childbirth monologue, has 
given up exercise mania and husband- 
worship and is donating $1 million to 
V-Day? Better late than never, I say. 

At the risk of sounding rather giddy 
myself — I’m writing this on Valen-

tine’s Day I’d argue that the im- 
plied contradiction between serious 
business (day care, abortion, equal 
pay) and sex is way overdrawn. Sexual 
self-expression — that’s self-indulgent 
sex chat to all-you old Bolsheviks out 
there — was a crucial theme of the 
modern women’s movement from the 
start. Naturally so: how can you see 
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yourself as an active subject, the hero- 
ine of your own life, if you think you’re 
an inferior being housed in a shameful, 
smelly body that might give pleasure to 
others, but not to you? The personal is 
political, remember that? 

The Vagina Monologues may not be 
great literature — on the page it’s a 
bit thin, and the different voices tend 
to run together into EveEnslerspeak 
about seashells and flow- 
ers and other lovely bits 
of nature. But as a per- 
formance piece it’s fan- 
tastic: a cabaret floor 
show by turns hilarious, 
brassy, lyrical, poignant, 
charming, romantic, 
tragic, vulgar, sentimental, raunchy, 
and exhilarating. In “The Flood,” an 
old woman says she thinks of her 
“down there” as a cellar full of dead 
animals, and tells the story of her one 
passionate kiss and her dream of Burt 
Reynolds swimming in her embarrass- 
ing “flood” of sexual wetness. A prim, 






















wryly clever woman in “The Vagina 
Workshop” learns how to give herself 
orgasms at one of Betty Dodson’s fa- 
mous masturbation classes. At the 
Garden, Ensler led the cast in a choru 
of orgasmic moans, and Close got the 
braver members of the audience to 
chant “Cunt! Cunt! Cunt!” at the cli- 
max of a poetic monologue meant to 
redeem and reclaim the dirti- 
est of all dirty words. 

How anyone could find 
The Vagina Monologues anti 
male or pornographic is be- 
yond me — it’s a veritable 
ode to warm, quirky, affec- 
tionate, friendly, passionate 
sex. The only enemies are 
misogyny, sexual shame, and 
sexual violence, where vio- 

t lence is construed fairly liter- 
ally: a poor black child is 
raped by her father’s drunken 
friend; a Bosnian girl is sexu- 
ally tortured by Serbian 
paramilitaries. None of your 
ambiguous “was it rape?” 
scenarios here. Oprah per- 

| formed a new monologue, 
“Under the Burga,” about the 
horrors of life for Afghan 
women under Taliban rule, 
tfollowed by Zoya

tionary Association of the 
Women of Afghanistan 
(RAWA) — who gave a 
heartbreaking, defiant speech. 
Three African women spoke 
against female genital mutila- 
tion and described ongoing 
efforts to replace cutting with 
new coming-of-age rituals, 
“circumcision by words.” 

I hadn’t particularly want- 
ed to see The Vagina Mono- 
logues. | assumed that it 
t would be earnest and didac- 
tic — or maybe silly, or ex- 
ploitative, or crude, a sort of 
Oh! Calcutta! for women. 
But I was elated by it. Be- 
sides being a wonderful night 
at the theater, it reminded 
me that after all the feminist debates 
(and splits) and all the books and the 
Theory and the theories, in the real 
world there are still such people as 
women, who share a common biology 
and much else besides. And the 
power of feminism, whether or not it 
goes by that name, still resides in its 
capacity to transform women’s con- 
sciousness at the deepest possible 
level: that’s why Betty Friedan called 
her collection of letters from women [if 
not It Got Me a Raise (or a day-care 
center, or an abortion), but If 
Changed My Life. Sisterhood-is-pow- 
erful feminism may feel out of date to 
the professoriat, but there’s a lot of 
new music still to be played on those 
old bones. 

Besides, if feminists don’t talk about 
sex in a fun, accessible, inspiring, non- 
puritanical way, who will? &

1 the opportunity to strut their stuff be- 
fore talent scouts from the New York 
based Elite Model Management, the 
largest, most prestigious modeling agency 
in the world. As event organizer Fred 
Howard puts it, “This is huge.” 

Huge is right. All the contestants will ge 
to press their cherished headshots into well 
connected hands. Some of them will be 
signed with the Elite agency. One will be of- 
ficially “discovered,” with a subsequent trip 
to New York, meetings with bigwig fashion- 
istas, and a high-profile catwalk show on 
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the deck of the USS Intrepid. There are six 
figure modeling contracts being bandied 
about, the prospect of untold riches and 
universal adulation. And, best of all, the 
whole thing’s free! There’s none of that 
“Give us $750 and we'll make you a Star” 
business. Tonight’s event is an honest-to- 
goodness opportunity. Cindy got discovered 
this way. So did Naomi and Claudia. 

So what’s with the long faces? 

The less-than-exuberant atmosphere can 
be summed up in a single word: yikes! A lot 
of these girls are extremely young. (Elite 
rules say contestants must be between 14 
and 24 years old, but many of tonight’s 
wallflowers seem to be squeaking in on the 
lower end of the age scale.) Some girls are 
here with their parents. Almost all are first- 
timers. For years they’ve had people telling 
them how pretty they are, how they should 
be models, and now it’s the moment of 
truth. These Elite people are not amorous 
teenage boys or doting grannies — these 
are professionals. If they say you’re not up 
to scratch... 

“It takes a sense of self and fearlessness 
to go for something like this,” says 
Howard. “If these girls don’t get chosen, 
they'll be thinking, ‘They didn’t like my 
face.’ For a 16-year-old, that can be devas 
tating.” Quite. 

At 5:30 p.m., a half-hour before the Elite 
Model Look event is due to start, the lobby 
of Avalon feels like a principal’s office. You 
half expect the girls to start whispering, 


“What did you do?” But there’s not much 
chatting going on. Least of all with me. | 
ask one girl a few questions — “Are you 
nervous?” “What kind of modeling do you 
want to do?” — and she can hardly bring 
herself to turn her head in my direction, let 
alone look me in the eye. Following our 
brief conversation, my notebook contains 
“I guess”; “Anything, 
“Not really”;

really”; “I hope so”; and an 


other “I guess.” 

What did I expect, Jane Fonda? The girl 
I spoke with is slender, with fine blond hair 
and perfect features, but she’s 14. She’s at 
that age where dropping your tray in the 
school cafeteria is grounds for moving out 
of state, and she’s about to climb onto a 
stage and waggle her hips, toss her head, 
and say, “Look at me: am I not beautiful?!” 
Meanwhile, a guy with a pen is asking 
questions. Her dad is standing beside her. 
No wonder she’s a little reticent. 

Then again, maybe social jitters are in- 
evitable when places like Pepperell and 
Hingham come into contact with the New 
York glamour industry. Such chunky- 
framed eyeglasses you never saw, such ef- 
fortless attitude. Confronted with these

Mostly, the girls are formidably 
beautiful. More impressive, perhaps, is the 
sheer range of beauty on display. There are 
African-American stunners, blond stunners, 
brunette stunners, Asian stunners. Some of 
the girls are angelic, some are athletic, 
some are sultry, and some are, well, sexy. 

The prevailing dress style tonight tends 
towards tight-fitting pants and tops. It’s 
cold in the club, and more than once I find 
myself thinking “Ooh, high beams,” and 
then: “14!

the central, unsettling paradox of this 
model-search business: a lot of these girls 
are essentially children. You can use as 

many euphemisms as you like — glamour 


industry, fashion industry but the mod 
eling industry is largely about selling sex. To 
become a model, a 16-year-old girl must 
learn to behave like a sexually mature adult 
And this is only a short step away from peo- 
ple treating her like a sexually mature adult. 

Indeed, the industry is rife with tales of 
abuse. The Elite agency itself was the sub 

ject of an undercover BBC documentary a 
couple of years back that claimed to un 
earth evidence of drug use and sexual activ- 
ity between high-ranking Elite employees 
and teenage models. Late last year, a 15- 
year-old (from another agency) was sexual- 
ly abused in a Milan bathroom. 

To avoid these kinds of situations, a 
young model must either have an adult 
chaperone with her at all times (a logistical 
nightmare) or leave her naiveté at home 
with her collection of butterfly barrettes. 
“These girls have to grow up pretty quick- 
ly,” says Howard. “A model has to be ex- 
tremely comfortable with who she is. Little 
Suzie better know who she is, because if 
she doesn’t then the people in this industry 
will eat Suzie alive.” 

And yet, of course, not many of tonight’s 
contestants are likely to find themselves in 
Milan. For most of the girls here, the 
prospect of being eaten alive in faraway 
places is the stuff of pure fantasy — like 
flying on a magic carpet or marrying Prince 
William. The only thing most of these girls 
are worried about — tonight, anyway — is 
remaining undiscovered. And not only for 
tonight, but forever.

UR CONCEPTION OF the opera world is, like many other things, celebrity- 
driven. Just as we think there is only one good cellist (Yo-Yo Ma), we tend to 


think that opera means Luciano Pavarotti’s imposing stature and signature 


beard, Placido Domingo’s suave appearance and mellifluous voice, Kathleen 


Battle’s regal beauty, and Jessye Norman’s chandelier-shaking power. 


But there is opera beyond the polished stars 
of hit CD compilations and Three Tenors con- 
certs. On a recent Sunday afternoon, what may 
be the opera celebrities of the future parade 
across a honey-wooded stage at the New Eng- 
land Conservatory, each singing his or her part 
in the New England regional finals of the 
Metropolitan Opera auditions. Ten of New 
England's finest singers, whittled down from a 
pool of more than 80 applicants, are competing 
for a chance to sing on the Met’s hallowed 
stage, and to win a sizable monetary prize 

The New England regional finals are a re- 
fined affair: tickets must be reserved months in 
advance, the audience dresses up, and the stage 
bursts with flowers (orchids, lilies, roses). The 


internationally renowned judges (John Fisher, 


director of music administration for the Met;

loose square between two 
rows of empty chairs in the orchestra section of 
the hall. The audience is genteel and well-bred 
Despite the sophisticated aura, though, the 
auditions also smack of fashion and talent 
shows, ballet recitals and spelling bees. The 
seven women participants wear floor-length 
gowns that express varying degrees of chic and 
sex appeal. Milky shoulders flow into plunging 
necklines and overflowing bosoms. Yards of 
taffeta, silk, sequins, and satiny trains drag 


across the glossy floor. The costumes are not 


without influence: using the programs of heavy, 


cream-colored paper as score cards, some au- 
dience members slyly rate the singers not only 
on the quality of their voices, but also on their 
attire. Sometimes there’s plenty to remark on: 
in 1989, a particularly buxom soprano’s dress 
rotated entirely around her torso after she won 
first prize and hugged all the judges, thereby 
pleasing her adoring audience even further. 
Even the judges accept that the singers are 
showcasing not only their voices, but also their

stage presence. “We judge singers on the quali- 
ty of their voice, its timbre, color, and the 
singer’s ability to communicate,” says Andrew 
Bennett. “All of these components come across 
in the first three bars of music. Yet much of 
true musical talent lies in intangible gifts, in the 
God-given ability to combine technical ability 
with charisma, a sense of fantasy, statement, 
and invention. | am not here to hear perfectly 
polished, professional voices, but to evaluate 
and teach these young singers.” 


HIS YEAR’S contestants range in age from 

21 (infancy in the operatic world) to 31 (a 
healthy adolescence). In today’s competition, 
they open with the aria of their choice and then 
are asked to sing a second chosen by the judges 
from a group of five songs. Mozart’s arias 
dominate: if the singer does 
not begin with Wolfgang 
Amadeus, the judges almost 
unfailingly request him for 
the second aria. “Mozart is 
the great leveler,” explains 
Bennett. “We don’t request 
Mozart out of any sadistic 
desire to see the singers fail 
Yet Mozart’s exposed bel 
canto style requires great 
flexibility, purity, and ease 
in order to sound effortless 
A more tessitura aria, one 
that lies in the voice’s natu- 
ral range, can hide a young 
singer’s flaws. Mozart is the 
most democratic of choices, 
the gold standard.’ 

The singers’ chosen arias 
are nothing if not varied. Kristina Martin, for 
example, a curly-haired 26-year-old mezzo in a 
dress with a dramatic rhinestone-studded slit 
up the side, struts around the stage, saucily re- 
garding the audience during her flamenco- 
dancer poses as she sings the sultry Gypsy song 
from Bizet’s Carmen. The audience laughs, 
both shocked and in love with her gutsy perfor- 
mance. The kindly woman sitting next to me 
hisses in a stage whisper, “That's what we call 
chutzpah!” 

The audience favors extremes: very pretty 


girls with flashy, supple voices, or the big, Wag- 


nerian types of yore with low, low voices. Joan- 
na Mongiardo, who bears a certain elfin- 


brunette resemblance to Winona Ryder, has the 


audience hanging on her every octave skip in 
her performance of “Una voce poco fa” from 
Rossini’s The Barber of Seville. She pairs a girl- 
ish, pouty interpretation of Rosina with virtu- 
oso coloratura (read: crowd-pleasing) capabili- 
ties. The audience begins its applause before 
Mongiardo finishes singing; the cheering for 
the slender mezzo, her flashing eyes and bright 
smile, is practically a riotous reception com- 


pared to the respectful, hushed applause that 


follows the other singers’ performances. 

Morris Robinson also cuts an imposing fig- 
ure. He sings with a furrowed brow and 
clenched fist, and in a voice so low it vibrates in 
the metal legs of the chairs in Jordan Hall. (It’s 
no surprise to learn that Robinson is a graduate 
of the hallowed, if controversial, South Caroli- 
na military academy the Citadel.) In an equally 
threatening pose, Katherine Rohrer sings from 
Saint-Saéns’s Samson and Delilah, raising an 
invisible dagger over an imagined man grovel- 
ing at her (well-heeled) feet. 

In contrast, Lee Poulis, a 21-year-old Har- 
vard government major, stands virtually stock- 
still during his performances from Mozart’s 
Cosi fan tutte and Wagner’s Tannhduser. After 
his singing, the judges seem to converse excit- 
edly among themselves. Yet the audience isn’t 
sure how to respond to a presentation without 
any flamenco passes, clenched fists, raised dag- 
gers, or petulant expressions. The judges ask 
Poulis to sing an unprecedented third aria, elic- 
iting a great gasp from the crowd. 


HE MET auditions’ winners are decided 
after all 10 singers have performed at least 
two arias. The judges adjourn for more than 30 

minutes to make their decisions. Meanwhile, 
audience members mill about in the sloping 
corridors of Jordan Hall, referring to the 
singers by their dresses (there are only three 
male contestants this year) and making predic- 
tions. The singers spill out of the green room, 
clutching bottles of mineral 
water and talking excitedly 
on their cell phones. The 
women are still heavity 
made up, dark swaths of 
rouge on their cheeks and 
garish lipstick on their 
mouths. The men have 
loosened their bow ties and 
taken off their jackets, and 
are mopping their brows 
with handkerchiefs. 

Flashing lights signify that 
the decisions are ready to be 
handed down. The contes- 
tants are escorted into Jor- 
dan Hall through a side 
door, and each is handed a 
bouquet of roses. A spokesperson announces 
that this year, the judges will award two first 
prizes ($5000 each), one third prize ($4000), 
and two encouragement prizes ($3000). Any 
deviation from the first-second-third system is 
something to buzz about, and the audience 
does just this. Amid the murmuring, a woman 
in the second row, discovering contestant Mor- 
ris Robinson’s absence from the line-up, stands 
up and shouts, “Where’s Morris? Where did 
Morris go? Bring back Morris!” 

“N-now, now, hold on there,” the 
spokesman says nervously. “If you'll all be nice

and quiet and patient, we'll get to that later.” 
But the audience is impatient, and he quickly 
announces the awards. Kristina Martin, the 
Gypsy seductress, and Lee Poulis, the young 
Harvard man, are awarded encouragement 
prizes. The missing Morris Robinson, it turns 
out, had to leave the auditions early to perform 
as Doctor Bartolo in a 5 p.m. performance of 
Rossini’s The Barber of Seville. He wins third 
prize in absentia, and misses receiving his lau- 
rels in the presence of his adoring public. The 
first prizes are awarded to Joanna Mongiardo 
and Katherine Rohrer, and the beautiful singers 
wrap their long white arms around each other 
in (relatively) mute congratulations as they take 
the stage to receive handshakes and, more im 


portantly, envelopes. 


FTER THE auditions, the contestants shed 

their ball gowns and tuxedos in favor of 
jeans and Gap turtleneck sweaters, and gather 
at the Colonnade Hotel to receive the judges’ 
comments. The singers move quietly through 
the room and take the chairs that line the walls, 
subdued after the bright lights of Jordan Hall 
and the electric buzz of performance 
adrenaline. In their regular street clothes, these 
singers — with voices strong enough to reach 
Jordan Hall’s thousand-plus seats, to permeate 
our clothes, our winter coats, our skin — seem 
to shrink in size. 

The judges are full of praise for the winners. 
“Joanna Mongiardo’s sound has a wonderful 
purity to it, and she is a good actress,” says 
judge Maria Spacagna, the first American 
woman to sing the role of Madama Butterfly at 
La Scala. “Katherine Rohrer has a wonderfully 
resonant voice for a young mezzo; she knows 
her way around the music. Today, they repre- 
sented the full musical package. We singers are 
a package whether we know it, believe it, or like 
it. Singers need to be aware of how to present 
themselves.” 

Indeed. Among the judges’ comments are 
tips on presentation and appearance. As it turns 
out, there are advantageous ways to dress for 
such an event as today’s. Having seen her share 
of Met auditions, Spacagna can spot a 
wardrobe mishap in the making. “No shawls,” 
she declares. “Last year was the year of the 
shawl disaster: all the women had them and 
they kept slipping off one shoulder and dis- 
tracting the singers.” A good dress, she con- 
fides, is tight enough so the singer’s diaphragm 
has something to press against. That way the 
singer is aware of sufficiently supporting her 
voice. “And the dresses should have strong zip- 
per s,” she adds. 

Strong zippers? Oh, yes. During Spacagna’s 
run as Mimi in La Boheme, her colleague in the 
role of Musetta wore a low-cut servant-girl cos- 
tume designed to look bedraggledly sexy. Right 
before Musetta’s main aria, the zipper burst 
open and the young singer began to fall out of 





her dress. Spacagna slid behind Musetta, held 

the dress together, and moved in tandem with 

her throughout the aria until the two could trot 
off stage together to supportive safety 

Spacagna gives her costume’s zippers an 
extra tug before going on stage, but other mu 
sicians pray, call their mothers, or wear lucky 
underwear to ensure a good performance. Lec 
Poulis’s admit- 
ted superstition 
is the Movado 
watch that 
adorns his wrist 
but has ceased 
to tick. 

And perhaps 
in this vulnera 
bility lies the se- 
cret to the joy of 
the Met audi- 
tions: they pos- 
sess all the mys- 
tery, theatricality, 
and excitement 
of grand opera, 
yet are not so 
perfect so as to pass before our eyes like anoth- 
er star-studded performance made insipid by 
impersonal perfection. Sweaty palms clench 
into furious fists and around invisible daggers; 
girlish heroines trill. We are lucky to hear the 
hints of greatness, to see the singers strut and 
prance unabashedly, yet also to note their raw 
edges. It’s like the joy of winding a beautiful 
watch and hearing its whirring gears begin to 
tick up to speed. €

THE CASBAH 
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State of the art 
Tunefoolery 


0: the past seven years, the Cambridge/Somerville Social 
Club, a drop-in center for mental-health patients, has hosted a 
program called Tunefoolery Concert Ensembles, in which 
psychiatric patients perform everything from klezmer to classical, 
from show tunes to blues, at nursing homes and hospitals 
healing themselves while helping others, the thinking goes, and 
earning $45 a gig. Performing in front of a live audience might 
seem an unlikely prescription for stress reduction. But a recent 
study published in the journal Alternative Therapies in Health and 
Medicine showed that participating in even the most annoying 
musical activities (in this case, drum circles) can not only lower 
stress levels but also beef up the body’s immune responses. It’s part 
of a growing field called music therapy, in which listening to and 
playing music is being looked at as a way to heal a variety of 
illnesses and disorders, from Alzheimer’s to high blood pressure. 
Although it’s funded in part by the Massachusetts Cultural 
Council, the Massachusetts Department of Mental Health, and the 
TJX Foundation, the Tunefoolery program isn’t exactly flush with 
money. To help out, the Boston rock scene is going to sing fot 
Tunefoolery’s supper, starting Tuesday at the Kendall Café and 
continuing Thursday at the Middle East and Friday at T.T. the 
Bear’s. The promoters hope they can raise a few thousand dollars 
from these benefit shows — enough to keep Tunefoolery chugging 
along for another six months. The performers will include Chubby, 
Aaron Perrino of the Sheila Divine, Stephen Brodsky of Cave-In, 
and Six Going On Seven. 




































Although most of Tunefoolery’s musicians will be watching the 
concerts from the wings, Nicki Glasser will be performing at the 
Kendall gig. A singer/songwriter/guitarist who describes her sound 
as “new rock pop acoustic,” Nicki finds that strapping on her guitar 
and belting out songs has helped her get through bouts with severe 
depression. “I actually look forward to playing. I get the validation 
of the group. A lot of my songs relate to my struggles, and people 
really respond enthusiastically. It’s really a big boost mentally for 
me.” 

Organizers add that patients’ performances, which are given 
either solo or in small ensembles, are just one part of the healing 
process. Tunefoolery artistic director Jens Rybo finds that a large 
part of patients’ self-reliance comes from being in charge of their 
own group — choosing music, arranging gigs, getting paid. “To 
play and perform music as well as be in charge of your own 
program, well, it’s just amazing to see how much healing that 
makes.” In fact, picking up an instrument and sharing a skill, he 
says, can be an important accompaniment to the club’s psychiatric 
counseling sessions. “People go to therapy, they go to groups, but 
we also try to incorporate the arts.” 

Apparently, the local rock, pop, and punk all-stars didn’t need 
much convincing to come to the financial rescue of the traveling 
troubled bards. “I called everyone and told them a little bit about 
the cause,” explains Matt Squire, a mental-health counselor at the 
Social Club who assembled the line-up. “I didn’t even have to ask 
twice. Not one band refused me. No one’s even asked me if they’re 
getting paid. I guess we’re all going under the assumption that 
they’re not.”

Greek lightning 


Like fruit, olive oil has seasons. Like gasoline, it has grades. And like 
wine, it has aficionados. Local entrepreneur Emmanuel Daskalakis is one 
of them. This connoisseur of the fruit-of-the-tree has recently dipped into 


the olive-oil import trade. 


His pure-tasting, light extra-virgin olive oil, called Alia ($29.99), comes 
fresh from his family’s groves on Crete in the Southern Mediterranean. 
The oil pours from a long, slim, slightly curved bottle and slides down the 
plate so smoothly you want to kiss it before you eat it. Alia has an unpro- 
cessed, fresh, fruity flavor that complements breads without dominating, 


and drizzies on lettuce without glopping or drenching. 


Through April, Daskalakis is stocking the young, fresh-off-the-boat 
“proprietor’s select.” Then Alia will be replaced by Aria, an older, more 


mellow olive oil. 


Daskalakis calls this olive-oil endeavor his “new mission in life.” Well, 
now we have one too: finding tasty breads and comparable balsamics 


worthy of occupying the same plate.

Two Alsatian producers 
at the top of their games 


BY THOR IVERSON The majestic, often fierce whites of 


Alsace are better than ever. Thanks to a run of spectacular 


vintages (with 1999 the only mildly weak entry in the last 


half-decade), the region’s winemakers are 
producing some of the best wines ever seen 
from the northeastern corner of France. 
With solid winemaking and ever-improving 
viticultural techniques, Alsace is hitting 
home run after home run. 

Of course, behind every baseball 
metaphor there is a catch (as any Red Sox 
fan should know). Prices are rising, and 
bottles still provide little to no indication of 
whether the wine inside is sweet or dry. 
Nevertheless, a little advance knowledge 
goes a long way, so here are two producers 
well worth knowing: Trimbach and Wein- 
bach. These two houses, which are pursu- 
ing excellence along different paths, repre- 
sent two sides of the modern Alsatian wine 


people expect from Alsace but have an in- 
creasingly difficult time finding. Starting 
with the inexpensive 1998 Pinot Blanc, a 
crisp and fruity apéritif wine best served 
well-chilled, the entire Trimbach line-up 
features one exemplary bottle after another. 
The legislation that produced the grand 
crus of Alsace —theoretically, a classifica- 
tion of the region’s best vineyards — ex- 
cludes single-owner vineyards. Ironic, 
then, that it should codify the exclusion of 
the best riesling vineyard in Alsace (and, 
according to a few critics, the world), the 
Clos Ste-Hune, which is wholly owned by 
the Trimbach family. Situated on an other- 


wise nondescript hillside near the lovely vil- 
lage of Hunawihr, in the middle of the Ro- 
sacker grand cru vineyard, it’s almost im- 
possible to locate without a guide. Thank- 
fully, that isn’t true of the wine. The 1995 
Riesling Clos Ste-Hune, the current re- 
lease, is as rigid and austere as its ances- 
tors were in their youth: a huge aroma 

of liquefied stones is followed by 
initially soft, but soon explo- 
sive, lime, white pepper, and 
elegant mineral waves 
crashing across the palate. 
his pricey wine ($70 to 
$100, depending on the 
source) deserves 10 to 15 
years in the cellar, at 
which point it will tower 
over its contemporaries. 

A cheaper, and only slight- 
ly less terrific, effort is the 
“middle” riesling produced by | : 
Trimbach, the Cuvée Frédéric Emile. A 
blend from two grand cru vineyards on the 
hillside above the Trimbach estate in 
Ribeauvillé, this wine is no less mineral- 
laden, but almost always more approach- 
able in its youth. The 1996 Riesling 
“Cuvée Frédéric Emile,” from a more in- 
tense vintage than ’95, is almost blistering- 
ly powerful, with dense apricot, orange, 
lemon-lime, and wet-iron flavors. About 10 
years’ aging is right for this $35 wine. 

Trimbach’s basic riesling delivers a taste 
of greatness at a bargain price. The 1998 
Riesling, at $16, now shows delicious wet 
steel, grapefruit, and long yet balanced 
lime acidity, but will age to something 












wonderfully and elegantly mineral a few 
years down the road. 

Trimbach’s rieslings are so fantastic that 
it’s easy to overlook its other wines. Easy, 
but a mistake. Trimbach has several differ- 
ent expressions of pinot gris on the market, 
including the ubiquitous 1998 Pinot Gris 

“Réserve” (persimmon, tarragon, and 
spiced pear), the more complete 
1996 Pinot Gris “Réserve Per- 
sonelle” (with the impression 
of sweetness on the apricot 
and pear nose, but full and 
dry on the palate, with fla- 
vors of buttered apple and 
the sweetest fall corn but- 
tressed by strong acidity), 
and the epic one-time bot- 
tling, 1996 Pinot Gris 
“Hommage a Georgette 


bacon, coriander, clove, and a 
mind-blowing mixture of sweet pear nec- 
tar and drying acidity). These wines are 
around $14, $35, and $70, respectively. 
And don’t forget Trimbach’s gewurz- 
traminers. Start with the 1998 Gewurz- 
traminer, a balanced and dry confection of 
cashews, light lychee syrup, peach, and 
lemongrass shot though with vivid spice.

City paradise? 


The MFA’s ‘New Films from China’ 


BY CHRIS FUJIWARA Two Boston premieres in the MFA’s “New 
Films from China” series show that the New Chinese Cinema can meet 
the West on its own terms. Tang Danian’s City Paradise (1999; March 23 


at 5:45 p.m.) and Zhao Jisong’s 
Scenery (1999; March 22 at 
5:40 p.m.), both studies of urban 
alienation, in- 
voke American 
and Western Eu- 
ropean filmic 
conventions only 
to tear them 
down. 

Dasheng, the 
hero of City Par- 
adise, is a trans- 
plantee from the 
country who 
makes a living in Beijing by wash- 
ing office-block windows and 
doing housework for his foster 
parents. He develops a relationship 
with a pretty neighbor, also from 
the country, who first signals her 
interest by borrowing his bike. 
From time to time, Dasheng sends 
money home to his real mother, a 
demented and angry woman with a 
cane who is constantly being pho- 
tographed in oblongs of directional 
light or crossing a footbridge in 
elegiac landscape shots. 

City Paradise is a country/city 
film that erodes any bad-faith wist- 
fulness its audience may have 
about the simple decency of the 
country while painting a more and 
more hopeless picture of the city 
from the worm’s-eye view of the 
outsider. The film shows the tenu- 
ous network of apartment life — 
the old people trying to maintain 
dignity, the young people tough, in-

BY PETER KEOUGH Jay Rosenblatt makes films the way Frankenstein 
makes monsters: bits and pieces culled from the morgue and archives 
and the family crypt spliced together into a horrifying, hilarious, pitiable 


manifestation of the id. A former 
psychotherapist, Rosenblatt re- 
spects film’s power as a fetish of 
memory and desire, a pastiche of 
dreams and relics that can invoke 
the unconscious and perhaps in- 
duce clarity and reconciliation. 
And like any good therapist he 
keeps a sharp eye on the clock — 
none of his films runs longer than a 
half-hour. 

Nonetheless, this 80-minute, 
five-film program manages to out- 
line an entire psychic history, be- 
ginning with the binary desire/re- 
pression dichotomy of the minute- 
long “Restricted” (1999) and end- 
ing with the sublime, wordless 
apotheosis of “King of the Jews” 
(2000). The benighted, heroic 
psychological progression between 
these two extremes is mordantly 
filled in by the case studies “Short 
of Breath” (1990), “The Smell of 
Burning Ants” (1994), and 
“Human Remains” (1998).

Don’t do it!” over ’50s-era images 
of such totems and taboos as a 
waffle oozing syrup, a filleted fish, 
a child held over the edge of an 
abyss, and a woman baring her 
breasts. This idea of ambivalence is 
further explored in “Short of 
Breath,” which comprises footage 
— therapeutic training films, civil- 
defense drills, what looks like a 
shot from the 1932 melodrama 
Three on a Match — that Rosen- 
blatt claims to have found in a 





dumpster outside the mental hos- 
pital where he worked. A woman 
convulses in tears before a psychia- 
trist. “Are you short of breath?” he 
asks. Indeed. Hers is the typical 
malaise of the housewife who has 
sacrificed her individuality for her 
family. Her despair is observed by 
her son, who also witnesses the 
primal scene (a bestial blue movie) 
and a woman’s repeated, suicidal 
plunge and emerges bent and de- 
spondent himself. The oppressive 
opacity of the therapist’s title ques- 
tion is echoed in the end when he 
says, “Everything will be all right!” 





Scenery has numerous semi-lit 
scenes in which faces are a quar- 
ter-turn away from being engulfed 
in total darkness; the best of them 
is a ridiculous Godardian shot in 
which the camera keeps panning 
back and forth between the lawyer 
and the taxi driver in the front of 
her cab: she’s post-trauma, he’s 
just flaccid. In the oddest of several 
non sequitur diversions, the two go 


Maybe so, but there’s a lot more 
grief to go through first. “The 
Smell of Burning Ants” recalls the 
origin and dynamics of male 
sadism. It opens with a continuous 
loop, a newsreel perhaps from 
China in the ’30s, of a man being 
pulled by his hair to what presum- 
ably will be his beheading. Over 
this image a voice counts to 10, as 
if preparing to play hide-and-seek. 
Next, a Bufnuelesque entomologi- 
cal sequence demonstrates how a 
scorpion surrounded by a circle of 
fire will sting itself to death. 
Human males, however, prefer to 
lash out at others, such as insects, 
small animals, and weaker play- 
mates, a process Rosenblatt illus- 
trates with evocative snippets of 
children from decades ago tor- 
menting one another backed by an 
autobiographical and sometimes 
pedantic commentary. The shot of 
an umbilical cord being cut juxta- 
posed with the snipping of a film 
strip, and the recurrent image of a 
boy grinning behind a movie cam- 
era reminiscent of Michael Powell’s 
Peeping Tom, suggests how Rosen- 
blait himself chose to sublimate the 
sadistic instinct. 

Others chose differently. Rosen- 
blatt’s most recognized film, 
“Human Remains,” offers wry por- 
traits of Hitler, Mussolini, Stalin, 
Franco, and Mao via footage of 
surpassing banality and the dicta- 
tors’ lighthearted first-person nar- 
ration. And so we learn of Stalin’s 
delight in practical jokes (a tomato 
on a chair, 20 million people sent 
to Siberia), Mao’s personal hygiene 
(he never bathed but “washed his 
genitals in the bodies of women”),

Then 
there’s Hitler’s belief in the religion 
of art, his love for nudelsuppe, his 
undying love for his niece (who 
killed herself with his gun), and his 
problem with flatulence, this last il- 
lustrated by a shot of two interlocu- 
tors recoiling and waving theit 
hands. By the end of “Human Re- 
mains,” the title doesn’t bring to 
mind the image of piled-up corpses 
so much as the notion that however 
evil a person might be, something 
human remains. Which makes the 
film all the more horrifying. 
Nowhere in the Hitler segment 
of “Remains” are Jews ever men- 
tioned. Rosenblatt makes up for 
that omission with “King of the 
Jews.” This three-part film begins 
with “Jesus and Me,” an autobio- 
graphical voiceover section in 
which Rosenblatt explains how as 
a boy he was led to believe that 
Jesus killed Jews. Then he saw 
King of Kings and learned that 
Jesus was a Jew too. In “One of 
Us,” the spoken word gives way to 
title cards and an impressionistic 
montage of persecution. In the 
concluding “The Light Is All 
About Us,” words are abandoned 
altogether for the surging music of 
Benjamin Britten and images of 
Christ’s passion, chainsawed red- 
woods, World War II bombers, 
and Warsaw Ghetto corpses that 
combine, somehow, into a radiant 
transcendence. Whether your faith 
is in Christianity, Judaism, psy- 
chotherapy, or film, it will be vin- 
dicated here. ®

ENEMY AT THE GATES 


The Berlin Film Festival's opening-night curse has not been lifted. Two years ago it 
was Aimée & Jaguar, a decent melodrama about lesbians in World War |! that 
made barely a dent in the US. How about an English-language film by Wim Wen- 
ders? Nope, last year’s iritriguing The Million Dollar Hotei has yet to appear here. 
And last month's Berlin opener, Jean-Jacques Annaud’s Enemy at the Gates, isn’t 
going to reverse the trend. It's the Battle of Stalingrad as staged by Masterpiece 
Theatre. 

For starters, this film is in English. That might sound like a plus, but listening to 
Germans and Russians (whose languages could not be more different) converse 
in the Queen's English makes you wonder what they're fighting over. Right from 
the start, an Alistair Cooke—like voiceover describes Stalingrad as “a city on the 
Volga where the fate of the 
world is being decided” — 
as if this were an ESPN 
pre-game show. The player 
clichés include a beautiful 
Russian Jewess named 
Tania (Rachel Weisz) who 
fights alongside the men 
and a doubie-agent kid 
named Sacha (Gabriel 
Marshall-Thomson) who's a 
dead ringer for the boy in 
the Warsaw Ghetto photo- 
graph. The plot has the 
Davy Crockett—like sharp- 
shooter Vassili (Jude Law) 
taking on his German 
counterpart Major Konig 
(Ed Harris) while all Stalin- : 
grad watches breathlessly, , 
unmindful of the halfamil- ENEMY AT THE GATES: the beautiful Jewish 
lion or so who are dying. revolutionary falls for the handsome Russian sniper. 
Meanwhile Danilov (Joseph — ae . = 
Fiennes) is making Vassili a 
newspaper legend as Annaud pays ludicrous tribute to The Front Page; and both 
men are falling for Tania. Other anomalies include the appearance of Nikita 
Khrushchev (Bob Hoskins), whose name no one can pronounce correctly, and 
John Williams’s theme from Schindler's List, which permeates the film even 
though the score is credited to James Horner. Hitler should have given Stalingrad 
a pass — and that’s your cue for this overblown movie. Aft the Cheri, the Harvard 
Square, and the Circle and in the suburbs.

GET OVER IT 


Get Over it opens with a guy getting dumped on his soon-to-be-exposed ass and 
a pirouetting UPS delivery woman jumping into the arms of dancing garbagemen 
who are bounding to the poppy tunes of a gyrating Carmen Electra. It gets better. 

Trying to win back girlfriend Allison (Melissa Sagemiller), Berke (Ben Foster) en- 
lists the sexy Keily (Kirsten Dunst) as his theater tutor. Allison has fallen into the 
arms of Chook (Park Bench), a boy-band-member transfer student with “an accent 
like Madonna,” and the two plan on auditioning for the school play, a bastardized 
musical version of A Midsummer Night’s Dream. As soon as Berke stops tripping 
over himself to win back his woman, he sees Kelly as a hottie rather than his best 
friend’s snot-nosed little sister, and he succumbs to her alternately sunny and sul- 
try wiles. 

Director Tommy O’Haver (Billy's Hollywood Screen Kiss) errs with cheesy dream 
sequences and schmaltzy numbers (think stardust and predictable chord 
changes). But Martin Short’s ridiculous rendition of the fey has-been theater coach 
steals the show. This latest addition to the typical trash heap of teen romantic 
comedies is, in fact, hard to get over. At the Copley Place, the Fresh Pond, and the 
Circle and in the suburbs.

Imagine reality TV gone berserk — Survivor mixed with Cops and The Running 
Man where the contestants are given handguns to shoot it out in a different milieu 
each week. At least that’s the concept behind this low-budget parody in which the 
reigning champ, a pregnant woman ready to drop (Brooke Smith), is returned to 
her hick Connecticut home town for the next bullet-riddied round robin. Her com- 
petition? A high-school darling, a crotchety old man, an.unemployed goon, a sick- 
eningly sweet nurse, and her former beau. 

Series 7 begins with a bang as the heroine enters a convenience store and offs 
an opponent with cold-blooded aplomb. But though the construct of past relation- 
ships playing out during the death match engages, writer/director Daniel Minahan 
turns the final act into a tedious melodrama of reconciliation. None of the “con- 
tenders” is too likable either; they're all trash-talking caricatures. Too bad, because 
Series 7 is a novel idea not quite ready for prime time. At the Kendal/ Square and 
in the suburbs.

When it’s the latter, 
this screen version of the Athol Fu- 
gard play slides into Beckettland. 
Boesman (Danny Glover) and

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But Boesman and Lena is also a 
drama of social consciousness, 
grounded in the horrors of 
apartheid, with these indigent 
blacks as South African racist vic- 
tims. Filmmaker John Berry opens 
up the one-set Fugard play to 
flashbacks, even a sedate, happy 
one in which the protagonists (the 
movie was shot around Cape 
Town) are youthful and sensual 
and Lena spends her day dancing 
away in the sun. But today’s day is 
another story: it begins with the 
now-feeble duo getting kicked out 
of a town, their squatter dwelling 
knocked over by vigilante white- 
man bulldozers. 

Finally, Boesman and Lena is 
about moral The couple 
have been booted from the city be- 
cause of a bunch of shattered 
empty bottles that are no longer re- 
deemable by the white employers.

I’m not sure that Fugard’s some- 
times histrionic play should have 
been brought to screen, but Glover 
and Bassett give it a valiant try. 
They're wonderful actors, and only 
when you see them young in flash- 
back do you realize how much of 
their decrepitude is a performance. 
And kudos to American expatriate 
director John Berry, a blacklist vic- 
tim whose last work (he died at the

Kentucky transplant now living in 
the UK, is a lefty with a lyrical 
bent. And in One Flea Spare, she 
exploits the 17th-century plague 
crisis to upend rules of gender and 
class but also weaves from its hor- 
rors an unlikely poetry: violent, li- 
centious, mordant, and grimly 
beautiful. Doubtless this will prove 
less surprising — if no less arrest- 
ing — to those who recall the erot- 
ic involvement of a large, swinging 
side of beef in Wallace’s Slaughter 
City, which American Repertory 
Theatre produced in 1996. 

One Flea Spare (which takes its 
name from John Donne’s poem 
“The Flea”) assumes the form of a 
series of scenes in which rigid lines 
of class and propriety melt in the 
urgent shadow of death and dis- 
ease. The stripped-bare London 
home where a gentleman and his 
wife, along with two lower-class 
intruders, are quarantined serves 
4S a microcosm of a world whose 
inviolate social structure, its pin- 
ions loosed by fear and desire, 
gives way. Less historical drama 
than fragmented, visceral fantasy, 
the play — which premiered at 
London’s Bush Theatre in 1995 
and won an Obie in 1997 — is 
powerful stuff. And David Wheel- 


er’s New Repertory Theatre pro- 
duction, its Boston premiere, ably 
carries its jumpy, discordant tune.

watchman named Kabe, who of- 
fers, between scurrilous ditties, 
regular updates of the death toll 
and “sugar nuts” for sexual favors. 

As Kabe circumnavigates the 
boundaries of the quarantined 
house, offering political rants and 
bogus elixirs, things inside teeter 
toward hell — or Levelers’ heaven 

in a hand basket. Snelgrave in- 
sists he is “not a cruel man,” but 
he is one given to threatening 
whimsies — at one point lending 
the ragged, barefoot Bunce his 
shoes for a moment, cavalierly 
demonstrating that History can be 
changed with “the flick of an 
ankle.” Mrs. Snelgrave’s interest 
in Bunce goes beyond monstrous 
toying and lecherous curiosity; the 
Christ-like sailor turns the ma- 
tron, who’s seething in her fire- 
hardened carapace, into a regular 
Miss Julie crossed with Mary 
Magdalene. And Morse, hopping 
from innocent con to practical, 
bold-faced betrayal as necessary, 
is there to fan the flames as the 
balances of power shift. 

In the intimate New Rep space, 
under moonlighting ART resident 
director Wheeler’s baton, the ten- 
sions that brew and then bubble 
over in One Flea Spare are almost 


seasoned vets and one uncanny 
child actor on the cusp of grotes- 
querie and naturalism, where they 
vacillate between game-playing 
flourish and blunt truth. Stephen 
Mendillo is a bedraggled Snel- 
grave, sly, sadistic, a bit mad, but 
not irredeemable. Lisa Richards 
brings a touching strength to the 
repressed and fragile and ultimate- 
ly turncoat Darcy. James E. Berri- 
er is a macabre yet flippant Kabe, 
jauntily rendering his dissonant 
vulgarities. And Robert Parsons is 
pirate-sexy as the smoldering yet 
humane Bunce. Most remarkable 
is baby-faced yet provocative Eliza 
Rose Fichter as Morse, whose 
eerie combination of sweetness 
and guile is pitch-perfect. 

Wallace, who is also a published 
poet, has said she envisions “a 
language so visual that it becomes 
a physical being on stage.” And 
that is perhaps the accomplish- 
ment of One Flea Spare, whose 
lyrical riffs are so jarringly at odds 
with the horrors and strange sal- 
vation they recount that they are a 
piercing rather than a prettifying 
force. In the end, an impassive 
Morse volunteers that “our lives 
are a splash of water on a stone.” 
But the stone, she adds, is 
marked. And as this compellingly 
unnatural work bears out, some of 
the markings are art. &

Cutting up the rug at MIT 
BY RANDI HOPKINS Novelists and poets know that the rooms we in- 


habit are emotionally and psychologically charged: the anthropomorphic 


dissolution of Edgar Allan Poe’s House of Usher and the gloomy decay of 
Nathaniel Hawthorne’s House of Seven Gables come to mind as examples 
of how the home has stood in for the most intimate aspects of the body 
and mind in literature. Visual art is also fascinated with the psychology of

architectural space: Paul Mc- 
Carthy’s intense antics are staged 
within built rooms that have been 
described as surrogates for the 
artist, or for the artist’s brain. But a 
new exhibition at MIT’s List Visual 
Arts Center extends our interest in 
the subconscious of architecture 
beyond the personal and into the 
realm of social and sexual mores, 
putting forth the argument that the 
spaces in which we live and work 
also have powerful political, gen- 
der, and class ramifications. 

“Inside Space: Experiments in 
Redefining Rooms,” the first exhi- 
bition organized by the List’s new 
curator, Bill Arning, suggests that 
our built environment is anything 
but neutral, even though for most 
of us architecture exists at the very 
periphery of perception, function- 
ing as an indifferent container for 
our daily activities. “Inside Space” 
presents six installations that direct 
our attention to the way different 
architectural and structural forms 
influence our lives, both privately 
and as a society. Raising complex 
political issues in rich and provoca- 
tive ways, this exhibition shows the 
boldness of Arning’s vision for the 
List. At the same time, it is a quiet 
show, preferring to raise questions 
rather than spout ideology. For me, 
the quiet in some cases threatens to 
deactivate the work. The most en- 
gaging installations here are the 
least self-contained, the ones that 
take on the particular space and 
historic moment they find them- 
selves in, the ones that reach out 
and draw in viewers. 

My favorite installation is artist 
Henrik Olesen’s Untitled (After 
Kenneth Noland), in which Olesen 
brings his own ongoing interest in 
gender and society to bear on artist 
Noland’s 1985 creation of the 
enormous geometric mural Here- 
There, which is located in the 
Wiesner Building atrium, just out- 
side the List’s doorway. For this 
show, Olesen constructed a maze 
of four small rooms, each of which 
has a impermanent, unfinished 
feeling — ceilings are only half 
painted, a stray electrical cord is 
looped on the ground, an unpaint- 
ed panel seems to be temporarily 
filling an opening between two 
rooms. If the room is a metaphor 
for the body, this self is unrealized 
and uncertain. A large black-and- 
white poster is tacked up on one 
wall and labeled “Noland, with alu- 
minum panel wall segment.” It’s a 
straightforward photo of what ap- 
pears to be Noland working on his 
mural, with the word MASCULINI 
scrawled incongruously across the 
wall. In another room, seven small 

. black-and-white snapshots — old- 
fashioned in format, coffee-stained 
and dog-eared are neatly ar- 
rayed just above eye level, each ac- 
companied by a label typed with a 
simple archival-type identification. 
For example, “Wiesner Building, 
atrium.”

So far, Fear’s spooky settings 
have included a condemned ce- 
ment factory, an old mental hos- 
pital, and a former state peni- 
tentiary. According to the folks 
at MTV, each creepy base boasts 
longstanding urban legends, 
pages of reported paranormal 
activity, and a harrowing on-site 
death toll claims bolstered by 
edited-in video clips of skittish 
psychics and colorful locals in- 
toning stories of gruesome 
deaths, spots,” and 
“strange presences.”

So, does.a troupe of college- 
age kids filming themselves as 
they slog after the supernatural 
sound like The Blair Witch Pro- 
ject? Yeah, MTV’s Fear is wholly 
derivative. But this is one in- 
stance where copycatting seems 
fitting: television’s self-congrat- 
ulatory age of anti-acting was 
accelerated by Blair Witch’s 
box-office pounding. No sur- 
prise, then, that a network 
especially the one that champi- 
oned Blair Witch would try 
to pour the madness of Heather, 
Josh, and Mike into snack-sized 
bites. And with several episodes 
in the bag, Fear is working 
primarily because it delivers a 
similar batch of psychosis. 

All of this might sound theme- 
parkish, like spelunking through 
Disney’s hologrammed Haunted 
Mansion.

asked to open a rusted box, re- 
trieve one of the two tarantulas 
inside, and hold it for two min- 
utes. Sure, 
but here they’re so obviously 
planted that they undermine the 
location’s palpable sense of iso- 
lation which more

Still, the spoonfuls of Fear 
have tasted more like strychnine 
than Count Chocula. Unlike 
Survivor 2 or The Real World, 
Fear doesn’t try to characterize, 
sexualize, or even disguise the 
messy psychic autopsies it seeks 
to perform it just performs. 
Signs of the occult have re- 
curred throughout, and whether 
or not these supernatural nu- 
ances are bunk, in every episode 
at least one quivering soul has 
freaked out. Some have quit on 
the spot and left the premises; 
others have nervously 
disqualified themselves. 

So Fear is onto something. 
Maybe it’s the devil in the cob- 
webbed closet, the thing that 
goes bump in the night, or what 
made cocky Jim go “from skep- 
tic to believer.”

Bukowski remembered 
BY MIKE MILIARD Charles Bukowski’s face was a work 


of art — a gnarled expanse of hills and valleys and craters, 


plastered over with acne and pustules, spotted with wiry 


whiskers, bloated by a deluge of booze, and 
yellowed by an all-enveloping smoke. It was 
a face only a mother could love. 

But everybody loved Bukowski. The peo- 
ple who published him. The people who got 
rich off of him. The sycophantic strangers 
who showed up at his Hollywood bungalow 
with 12-packs hoping for “a piece of him to 
take home, a hunk of 
flesh from the rotting 
corpse.” For a man 
who was so physical- 
ly unappealing and 
had such indelicate 
habits, “Buk” engen- 
dered a devotion 
from those who 
knew him and mil- 
lions more who did- 
n’t that remains un- 
abated six years after 
his death. 

The focus of these 
two new books is 
not Bukowski’s writ 
ing but the man 
himself. Bukowski in 
Pictures is full of 
photographs, some 
never before pub- 
lished, of this 
supremely unphoto- 
genic man. Drinking 
is a collection of 
reminiscences 
essays, dialogues, 
and_ sporadically 
successful poems 
(many aping Buk’s 
spare, blunt style) 

from acquaintances and admirers like 
Raymond Carver, Sean Penn, and Barry 
Miles. What emerges from both is a portrait 
that’s much more complex than you might 
expect of a man who in death has been so 
codified as caricature: drunk, brawler, bet- 
tor, “dirty old man,” the “poet laureate of 
skid row.”

Sounes, who’s the author of the ac- 
claimed Bukowski biography Locked in the 
Arms of a Crazy Life (Grove), uses the vast 
photographic resources at his disposal to 
good effect in Bukowski in Pictures. Yes, 
there are the photos of the hunched man 
with the knotty face and colossal gut hang- 
ing well below his belt as he poses with an 
unending series of women (one of whom, 
we're told, vomited after sex with him) or 
kisses his “typer” for good luck. Beer bot- 
tles and smokes are omnipresent. But we 
also see a cherubic boy mounted on a pony 
who’s new to the USA from his birthplace 
in Andernach, Germany. We see Buk as a 
pained-looking teen in ROTC, an organiza- 
tion he joined because “it meant he did not 
have to take part in gym class and fellow 
pupils would not see the acne on his shoul- 
ders and back.” We see the blurred, ghostly 
1927 yearbook photograph of Jane Cooney 
Baker, the only image known to exist of the 
one great love of the infamous philanderer’s 
life. We see a humorous series of colored 
Polaroids of “the only conventional vaca- 


photo on the front cover.” 

In Drinking, Raymond Carver’s poem 
“You Don’t Know What Love Is” evokes 
Buk’s assessment of the situation: 

I’ve met men in jail who had more style 

than the people who hang around 

colleges 

and go to poetry readings 

They ‘re bloodsuckers who come to see 

if the poet ’s socks are dirty 

or if he smells under the arms 

Believe me I won't disappoint ‘em 

But I want you to remember this 

there’s only one poet in this room 

tonight 

only one poet in this town tonight 

maybe only one real poet in this country 

tonight 

and that’s me 
That’s Bukowski. A man who relished soli- 
tude but was a magnet for others’ attentions.

Rancid’s Lars Frederiksen steps forward 
BY MATT ASHARE In retrospect, it was a little incongruous: a full- 


scale punk-rock revival in the midst of what by almost all accounts 


were good times for the American people, even for scrappy little punks 


like Rancid and Green Day, who were finally being given a real chance 


to compete in the major-label leagues. Not the “good times” of the 


Reagan/Bush ’80s, when the rich got richer, the national debt got 


bigger, jobs at the low end of the 
ladder were scarce, and punk rock’s 
us-against-them mentality fit like a 
glove on the hands of a generation 
who were sick of reaching out for 
more than just a little lip service 
from an establishment that seemed 
to answer, in the words of one punk 
compilation, “Let them eat jelly- 
beans.” Of course, it was never 
quite as simple as all that. It never 
is. And that was the beauty of punk 
rock: in its primal simplicity, it sim- 
plified, boiling all kinds of bitter 
bottled-up mixed emotions down to 
one sweetly straightforward solu- 
tion — loud and fast rebel rock and 
roll. 

So what, in an era when the 
worst thing Washington could find 
to talk about was the first president 
in decades who was getting laid reg- 
ularly, brought punk rock back? 
The simplest answer is that it never 
really went away. It festered like a 
mutating virus in streets and sub- 
urbs from coast to coast, passing 
from one graduating underclass to 
the next, until kids like Green Day’s 
Billie Joe Armstrong and Rancid’s 
Tim Armstrong (no relation) caught

guitarist shortly after the release of 
their homonymous Epitaph debut 
the year before, and with his spiky 
mohawk and scrappy stickered 
leather jacket, he fit right in. As the 
band grew, so did his role. Tim 
Armstrong and bassist Matt Free- 


man had, with the addition of 


drummer Brett Reed, built Rancid 
on the wreckage of Operation Ivy, a 
now seminal East Bay ska-punk 
band who'd fired up the Berkeley 
and Oakland scene from 1987 
through 1989 before packing it in. 
But by 1995’s defiant . . . And Out 
Come the Wolves, a disc that came 
out on the indie punk powerhouse 
Epitaph after much speculation 
about whether or not Rancid would 
take the major-label bait that had 
been tossed their way, Frederiksen 
had full co-writing credits with 
Armstrong and Freeman. And on 
1998’s Life Won't Wait, the last 
Rancid disc that came out on Epi- 
taph before Armstrong formed his 
own Hellcat imprint, Frederiksen 
had become the band’s second vo- 
calist and Armstrong’s main song- 
writing partner. 

So it’s easy to see how he might

And if some- 
times the punk of the ‘90s seemed 
more like a fashion statement than a 
political one, well, it’s worth re- 
membering that Malcolm McLaren 
launched the Sex Pistols as a sub- 
sidiary of his clothing store. 
Nobody in the 90s looked pretti- 
er in punk than Lars Frederiksen, a 
junior member in Rancid when 
“Salvation” hit the airwaves in ’94. 
He’d joined the band as a second- 





get the itch to step out and front a 
band of his own. These things hap- 
pen, even among the best of friends. 
But there don’t appear to be any 
hard feelings in the Rancid camp 
about the new Lars Frederiksen and 
the Bastards, an album that'll be out 
on Hellcat this Tuesday, just a few 
days after Frederiksen and his Bas- 
tards support fellow Hellcat record- 
ing artists and Boston home-town 
punk favorites Dropkick Murphys 
at their big two-show Avalon 


Campbell in Rancid, but he was 
like, ‘Man, you got so many of these 
great stories; you didn’t sing that 
much on the last record; so let’s do 
a record.’ Tim’s my mentor, my 
best friend, my songwriting partner, 
my producer, my record label. I’m 
the luckiest guy when it comes to 
that shit. | know the motherfucker’s 
got my back until the day I die.” 
Armstrong isn’t a full-time Bas- 
tard, so he won't be touring with the 
band. But Frederiksen’s still man- 


wears like a ski mask and wants to 
keep identity confidential. I found 
him in Campbell. And Craig, the 
new guitarist, plays in a band called 
the Forgotten, so we call him Craig 
Forgotten — number one because 
he plays in the Forgotten, number 
two because we forgot to put him 
on the record.” 

The Bastards may be a step for- 
ward for Frederiksen as a band 
leader, but as with Rancid, the 
band’s songs and sound reach back 
into the punk past and: grab hold of 
the rebel riffs and righteousness of 
the Clash circa ’77/’78. Rancid have 
never made any bones about that 
they’re Clash fans through and 
through, and as Freeman once told 
me, “If we’re going to be compared 
to someone, | can’t imagine anyone 
better than the Clash.” Call it a 
healthy symptom of punk’s evolving 
role as a kind of postmodern folk 
form that bands like Rancid are 
happy to channel their own turbu- 
lent feelings into the same reservoir 
of riffs and signifiers that have kept 
punk sounding like punk for almost 
three decades now. It’s not all that 
different from the way contempo- 
rary rockabilly bands rely on the 
same 1-4-5 progressions and dou- 
ble-string bends that Eddie Cochran 
buttered his bread with. 

If anything, though, Frederiksen’s 
album is a more streamlined distilla- 
tion of a certain kind of Clash city 
rock. Gone are the occasional ska- 
na-na excursions that remain a part 
of the Rancid game plan. Instead, 
Frederiksen sticks to the kind of 
straight-ahead, driving, old-school 
punk that the Clash laid the founda- 
tion for in songs like “Hate & War,” 
“Last Gang in Town,” and “Janie 
Jones” before hardcore came along 
and turned it into a speed trap. 
Against a backdrop of garageland 
guitars, the album opens with a 
Kosmo Vinyl-style carnival-barker 
introduction of the Bastards before 
kicking into “Dead American,” a 
song peppered with seemingly 
anachronistic references to “mus- 
tard gas” and “napalm” and sung 
with a sneer that can’t help bringing 
to mind “I’m So Bored with the 
U.S.A.” The next tune, “6 foot 5,” 
begins with Frederiksen shouting 
about someone “Going to California 
back in 1973” over the kind of 


that drew him to punk as a kid, most 
of the songs he wrote with Arm- 
strong for the disc were inspired by 
his misspent youth in Campbell. 
One’s called “Campbell California”; 
two others — “Skunx” and “Sub- 
terranean” detail experiences he 
had running with a gang of punks 
called the Skunx. “It’s funny: Tim 
and | joke sometimes that every one 
of these songs could have been 
called ‘Campbell’ or ‘Skunx.’ Even 
the cover tunes. It’s all very autobio- 
graphical. It’s something we’ve al- 
ways done in Rancid, too, for no 
other reason than that’s just the way 
we write songs. 

“The thing about the Skunx is it 
started in the early ’80s and it’s still 
going on today. It’s all punk-rockers 
or just crazy fucking kids. When | 
grew up, it wasn’t like you were 
going to go shoot somebody. | did 
have guns pulled in my face. But it 
was basically, if you had a problem 
with somebody, you went and either 
kicked ass or got your ass kicked 
and that was the end of it. There was 
no ‘You’re a pussy because you got 
your ass kicked.’ You went and got 
beat or you beat. And that’s how it 
was. That’s the way that | still am. 
I’m a nice motherfucker, but if you 
cross me, I'll come get you. | don’t 
care what the fuck I do or what band 
I’m in, I will come and get you. That 
part of me will never leave. That’s 
what I’m trying to say in ‘Skunx’ 
‘You'll never take the gang out of 
me.’ It’s not like you hit a certain 
age and you're walking down the 
street and you find something and 
all of a sudden your life has 
changed. No matter what has hap- 
pened to us in Rancid, we’re always 
going to be a fucking punk band.” 

And Frederiksen will be back to 
full-time active duty in Rancid once 
he’s done touring behind the Bas- 
tards album. The band have already 
signed on to be one of the big draws 
at this summer’s Warped Tour, 
where they'll have a chance to 
preach their particular brand of 
punk activism to a willing audience. 
And, as Frederiksen acknowledges, 
it certainly won’t hurt that there’s a 
Republican named Bush in the 
White House, that the rich are get- 
ting set to get richer, and that jelly- 
beans may be on the menu again in 
the not so distant future. &

don’t mind being called emo. 
That’s because they’re emo only 
in the original technical sense of 
the term, which stems from the 
introspective hardcore of ’80s 


bands like Dag Nasty and Rites of 


Spring. In other words, they’re 
still playing hardcore, not 


crossover radio rock like most of 


today’s emo bands. 

“We've never completely pi- 
geonholed ourselves into one 
style,” says Larrabee. “I wouldn’t 
say that we’re redefining anything, 
but I think we’ve finally defined 
who we are. I think when you hear 
Reach the Sky, you know what 
you’re going to hear, and this is 
the record that shows that.” In- 
deed, Friends is a more fully real- 
ized effort than the group’s debut 
full-length, So Far from Home 
But they didn’t get this far without 
a lot of hard work: in the four 
years they’ve been together, 
Larrabee figures the band have 
played almost 400 shows. “We've 


had a lot of bandmates come and 
go over the years. A lot of people 
couldn’t keep up with it. I can un- 
derstand why. We really sacrifice 
ourselves for it. We’ve only been a 
full-time touring band since 
March of last year, but before that 


we spent two and a half years of 


being on the road every single 
weekend. That’s been who we are 
and how we’ve made this thing 
work for ourselves.” 

All that time on the road paid

off when the band hooked up with 
Victory, which released the aptly

99. “Ian McFarland from Blood 
for Blood [the Boston hardcore 
favorites who've released two al- 
bums on Victory] called 
them up and was 
like, ‘You gotta get 
into this band,’” says 
Larrabee.

head, Shutdown, that’s their fami- 
ly — they were able to ask people, 
‘Hey, what’s the story with these 
guys? Are they good?’ They 
weren't the only people we talked 
to, but it was the best option for 
us. They’ve done a lot for us. We 
don’t ask for much and it works 
out really well.” 

Reach the Sky underwent a 
significant line-up change be- 
tween So Far from Home and 
Friends when bassist Dan Tam- 


mik, who had written most of the 
band’s music, left. Second-gui- 
tarist Brendan Maguire switched 
to bass and Chasse took over 
songwriting duties. The difference 
is apparent: Chasse’s guitar parts 
are far more intricate than they 
were on the first album, and there 
are even a few quiet melodies on 
the new disc. “Everything else was 
just four notes per riff,” explains 
Chasse, the band’s resident emo 
guy (that’s him with the Get Up 
Kids shirt on in the CD booklet). 
“It’s not that anymore. It wasn’t 
that Brendan couldn’t keep up, 
‘cause he could. But I’m writing 
the riffs now, so I don’t feel limit- 
ed. I don’t have to worry about 
teaching anybody else.” 

The band recorded the disc in 
DC with ubiquitous Boston hard- 
core producer Brian McTernan, 
who has worked with them since 
their first demo. They spent three 
and a half weeks there,

as opposed to the 10 days they 
spent on the first record. “This 
time, we weren’t as overwhelmed 
by the process of making a 
record,” says Larrabee. “The first 
five days, we auditioned our songs 
for Brian. He doesn’t just push 
RECORD — he gets really into it. If 
there’s a sound that he thinks he 
can get, he’s gonna get it out of 
you. He beats the shit out of you. 
Previously, | thought we relied on 
him too much. This time, we re- 
lied on him as a fifth guy. When 
Metallica goes into the studio for 
a year, they write the songs with 
the producer. The songs were al- 
ready written, but we just kind of 
tweaked them with Brian. His 
help is immeasurable.” 

There’s no doubt Friends has 
some of the catchiest music Reach 
the Sky have written. On standout 
tracks like “This Sadness Alone” 
and “A Year and a Smile,” pum- 
meling tempos co-exist with an- 
themic choruses and the occa- 
sional moment of cheerful resolu- 
tion. Throughout, Larrabee con- 
tinues to address confusion and 
inner turmoil with an upbeat 
sense of determination. “That’s 
been a defining thing about who 
we are. We’ve always had lyrics 
like that in songs with mosh parts 
that you want to kill people to. A 
lot of bands, their message is poli- 
tics. Our songs are about univer- 
sal emotions. These guys write 
songs that hit me on a level, and 





I’m not going to sing about some- 
thing I don’t care about.” 

Although they don’t harbor any 
rock-star fantasies, Reach the Sky 
are psyched about the opportunity 
Friends gives them to branch out 
into other segments of the punk 
world. “The first time around, we 
didn’t think that people who were 
into anything but mosh and hard- 
core would be into us,” says 
Larrabee. “But we found out even 
with the last record — which is re- 
ally straightforward hardcore with 
big breakdowns and all that stuff 
— we were still able to play the 
Warped Tour and play with wimpi- 
er bands and it came off. We 
played the Palladium in Worcester 
a while back with Face to Face, 
New Found Glory, Saves the Day 
— emo bands, About 20 kids 
came up to me afterward and said, 
“We never heard of you before the 
Warped Tour.’ I was like, “Wow, 
we've been around here forever.’ 
Playing the local stage the last two 
years at the Warped Tour really 
helped us out. We realized it was- 
n’t just traditional hardcore kids 
that were going to get it.” 

As it turns out, that realization 
had a profound impact on the 
making of Friends. “We didn’t in- 
tentionally make the new record 
more accessible,” Larrabee ex- 
plains, “but we were like, ‘Hey, 
these are the songs that we really 
want to write. Now we know that 
we can actually do it and be se- 
cure in doing them.’ It’s not radio 
music, but I think it’s possible we 
could take it to, like, a Snapcass« 

level. We'd never do anything to 
impede that. They don’t live well 
or anything, but they do their 
thing and they live off it. This isn’t 
forever, we know that. It’s just a 
hardcore band.” 


LIKE REACH THE SKY, 
Diecast are a Boston hardcore 
band who formed in ’97. Since 
then, they’ve been highly visible on 
the local scene with their tough- 
guy metal hybrid, releasing an EP 
called Undo the Wicked on Con- 
necticut-based Samson Records in 
08. Now, with their first full- 
length, the bludgeoning Day of 
Reckoning, just out on the Jersey- 
based Now or Never Records, the 
band are stepping things up 
They’ve been on tour most of the 
winter with hardcore and metal 
veterans like One King Down, All 
Out War, and Dying Fetus. And 
they’re about to head out with the 
Jersey death-metal band God For- 
bid on a tour that will wind up at 
Bill’s Bar for their belated CD-re- 
lease show on April 2 (the original 
February date was snowed out). 
“We play to hardcore kids be- 
cause we like the crowd participa- 
tion, but our music has always 
been more metal,” says singer 
Colin Schleifer. On Day of Reck- 
oning, the group take a crack at 
every heavy-music subgenre they 
can think of, from the youth-crew 
hardcore of the title cut to the ex- 
treme-metal outbursts of the 
opening “Disrepair.” They make 
their most intriguing move on 
“Singled Out,” which melds 
super-heavy beats to a radio- 
friendly chorus in a way that 
brings the anti-everything com- 
mercialism of Slipknot to mind. 
As a whole, the disc sounds some- 
what disjointed, but the songs are 
solid and there’s no doubting the 
band’s skill. e 
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Rediscovering Swell Maps 


Swell Maps earned a lot of dubious distinctions. 


They 


were arguably the first “post-punk” band formed (in 1972, 


by adolescent brothers Nicholas 


who called themselves 
Nikki Sudden and Epic 
Soundtracks, though it 
took the spirit of °77 to 
get them out of their 
bedroom). They have a 
remarkably untidy cata- 
logue for a band who 
made just two real studio 
albums. And they’re 
probably the least 
influential great band of their era — or, to 
put it another way, the most fondly re- 
membered outfit that nobody else sounds 
anything like. The number of bands who’ve 
covered Swell Maps songs can be counted 
on the fingers of one hand (they include 
Boston’s Come, who stuck the instrumen- 
tal “Loin of the Surf” onto a B-side). A 
friend of mine once heard Pavement’s Bob 
Nastanovich drunkenly mutter that “all we 
do is rip off Swell Maps,” but there’s not 
much supporting evidence. 

The two full albums the Maps made in 
the late ’70s, A Trip to Marineville and Jane 
from Occupied Eur

free-range noise ove! 
dubs that keep them off 
balance, and brief studio 
fragments with uniden- 
tifiable timbres, caught

cident. At first, all this appears to be self 
indulgent filler. On repeated listening, 
though, it emerges as the core of Swell 
Maps’ art the more straightforward 
tunes are just bait. Frantic rockers like 
“Read About Seymour” and “Let’s Build a 
Car” may the instantly likable part of the 
band, but they barely suggest what made 
Swell Maps unique. 

The new anthology Sweep the Desert 
(Alive) goes a long way toward rectifying 
that problem. It’s mostly made up of the 
more rewarding odd instrumentals from 
the old Swell Maps LPs: the junkyard 
quadrille of “Big Maz in the Country”; the 
what-key-are-we-in rock-scissors- 
paper game of “Collision with a 
Frogman vs. the Mangrove Delta 
Plan”; two versions of the 14/8-time 
shudder “Big Empty Field,” one 
chiming and willowy, one smeary 
and dissonant. As every layer of the 
mix resolves itself, a deeper, blurrier 
one becomes audible there's 
more going on than it’s possible to 
grasp at once. 

A few vocal numbers are thrown 
in for pacing’s sake, but they’re also 
from the less doctrinaire end of the 
band’s catalogue. “Yo no tengo el 
serpiento del mar,” bassist Jowe 
Head whispers on “The Graveyard 
Shift,” over a sinister bass pulse 
if my high-school Spanish serves, 
that translates as “I do not have the 
sea serpent.” “Full Moon in My 
Pocket,” a one-chord pogo with 
Head yelling until he falls into a 
coughing fit, abruptly merges into

print for years. Ditto for their post-break- 
up singles/odds-and-ends compilations 
Whatever Happens Next . . . , Collision 
Time, Collision Time Revisited, and Train 
out of It (they apparently recorded all the 
time for 10 years or so, mostly low-tech 
experiments that seeped out after it was all 
over). Until recently, their only album in 
print was International Rescue (Alive), 
which compiles most of their best-known 
songs, almost all cut from the same cloth: 
Sudden’s tuneless, nasal lisp drawling out 
unrhymed surreal quatrains, Soundtracks 
bashing away on drums in a desperate at- 
tempt to hold onto the beat, the band 
switching chords by rough consensus more 
than unanimous decision, maybe a simple 
piano break halfway through. It also in- 
cludes a screwed-up remix of their greatest 
moment, “Vertical Slum,” 72 magnificent 
seconds of disaffected friction climaxing in 
a collective chant of “The weather! The 
leather!” The result: International Rescue 
makes Swell Maps sound like an inept 
punk band. 

Which, it’s true, they were, but they were 
a lot more than that. On Marineville and 
{ Jane and most of the earlier compilations, 


phenomenon of the age/Oh why did 

you do it/You said you loved me”), 

then doubles back into “Full Moon.” 
Soundtracks called one little guitar loop 
“nevertoseeanyotherway,” after the end- 
lessly repeating voice on the inner groove 
of the Beatles’ Sgt. Pepper’s Lonely Hearts 
Club’ Band, and what Swell Maps were 
doing was in the tradition of the anything- 
goes, good-humored experimentation of 
the Beatles records they’d grown up on — 
just without pop tunes or linear-thinking 
lyrics. 

Then they gave it all up and went out of 
their way not to trade on their legacy. 
Head made some very goofy records on his 
own and with the Palookas; Soundtracks, 
who died a few years ago, abandoned his 
hyperkinetic minimalism for sensitive- 
piano-guy-who’s-loved-and-lost territory. 
Sudden made one vaguely Swell album, 
Waiting on Egypt, then reinvented himself 
as a romantic glam burnout — his new 
double-CD retrospective The Last Bandit 
(Alive) is one maudlin closing-time ballad 
after another. The other members van- 
ished. But the records they made together 
haven’t dated — they don’t sound like 
products of their time, or of any particular 
time. They might even inspire someone 
else someday. |

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THE BLAKE BABIES: 
WHEN PIGS FLY 


Over the past decade, it’s been pretty 
easy to forget about the Blake Babies. 
Even here in their home town. The band 


have been out of commission since 


1991, when then bassist Juliana Hatfield 
embarked on a solo career that quickly 
overshadowed most of the Blake Babies’ 
accomplishments. And unlike-a number 
of their contemporaries from the Boston 
post-punk underground, the trio of 
Hatfield, guitarist John Strohm, and 
Freda Love Smith (formerly Freda Love 
Boner) became a footnote in a story 
starring groups like the Pixies, Throwing 
Muses, and Evan Dando’s Lemonheads 
as alternative rock and grunge took cen- 
ter stage in the 90s. 

The current Blake Babies reunion 
tour, which kicked off at the Paradise 
last Friday on the heels of the March 6 
release of the band’s outstanding new 
God Bless the Blake Babies (Zoe 
Rounder), may not change the history 
books. But it certainly should raise some 
doubts in the mind of anyone who wrote 
the trio off as anything less than a major 
creative force in the scene that helped 
put Boston on the indie-rock map. In- 
deed, in retrospect, the Babies’ edgy 
brand of folkish, jangle-and-strum pop, 
coupled with their shy, innocent, and 
generally unassuming demeanor, pro- 
vided a detailed blueprint for the softer, 
sensitive sound much of the indie world 
would embrace in reaction to the loud 
and angry grunge, punk, and metal of 
modern rock. 

Sporting a four-piece line-up, with 
Hatfield sticking to the guitar she favors 
as a solo artist and new recruit Daniel 
Johnston (“Not the crazy guy from 


Texas,” Strohm pointed out by way of 


introduction, referring to the cult 
singer/songwriter of the same name) 
filling in on bass, the band offered a var- 
ied selection of songs old, new, bor- 
rowed, and blue. Highlights included a 
gorgeous reading of “Walk a Thin Line” 
from the Fleetwood Mac album Tusk, a 
rousing set-ending rendition of “Rain” 
from the Blake Babies’ 1989 Mammoth 
album Earwig, and a moving version of 
the gentle “Baby Gets High,” an old 
Madder Rose song included on God 
Bless the Blake Babies. 

The relatively low-key, though not 
necessarily low-energy, backing of the 
Babies was always a good fit for 
Hatfield’s sweetly girlish voice, and it 
continues to inspire some of her most 
affecting vocal performances. She ap- 
peared more at ease and more radiant in 
her own demurely detached way than 
she has on stage in some time, and she 
seemed to enjoy playing a supporting 
role on the two occasions she ceded the 
spotlight to Strohm (for his new rocker 
“Picture Perfect” and his old countryish 
“Girl in a Box”). Love Smith, as always, 
beamed from behind her kit, especially 
after Strohm pointed out that the first 
“single” from God Bless, “Nothing Ever 
Happens,” was written by her. When he 
then asked the audience to urge a partic- 
ular radio station to play the song, 
Hatfield sardonically quipped, “Yeah, 
that'll happen when pigs fly . . . out of 
my ass.” True enough. But it wasn’t too 
long ago people were saying the same 
thing about a Blake Babies reunion.

A PERFECT CIRCLE: 
POWER TOOL 


A Perfect Circle are a big tease. The 
band proved as much in the opening 
minutes of their sold-out show a week 
ago Thursday at Brandeis University in 
Waltham when sultry violinist Paz 
Lenchantin emerged under a lone spot- 
light and swayed her hips as she played 
the Eastern-sounding opening to “Ren- 
holder.” That was more than enough to 
get the crowd going until the rest of the 
group joined in, which they soon did 

minus singer Maynard James Keenan. 
Where was Maynard? As “Renholder” 
bled into the rocking “Thinking of You,” 


he finally wandered on stage in a pair of 


tight leather pants and nothing else. The 
crowd went bonkers. 

The surprise emergence of A Perfect 
Circle as one of art metal’s leading 
lights has all been a big tease, of course, 
and the moment of truth the immi- 
nent release of the long-awaited third 
album by Maynard’s other band, Tool 

is suddenly just two months away 
So fans at last week’s show were faced 
with the odd prospect of saying farewell 
(for the time being, at least) to what's 
essentially a new outfit at the height of 


its success. But the mood was one of 


celebration, not grief, and the group 
turned in an enthralling 75-minute per- 
formance that delved into almost every 
dark corner of their dense debut disc, 
Mer de Noms (Virgin). 

The highlight came only four songs in 
with a dramatic recasting of the hit bal- 
lad “3 Libras.” “We’re gonna have some 
fun,“ announced Maynard, and the 
band launched into an echoing, feed- 
back-laced electric interpretation of the 
song that eventually melted into the 
original. Songwriter/guitarist Billy 
Howerdel led his bandmates into all 
kinds of Radiohead-style psychedelic ex- 
plorations. Maynard made recurring

Sporting 
a glittering turquoise jump suit (com- 
pleted by codpiece and gray wig), he 
came off like a mix of Sgt. Pepper and 
Liberace and Star Trek — on acid. Big 
Boi dressed with down-home street 
style, fresh-dipped in fuzzy white Kan- 
gol, fat gold chain, and shiny denim. 
Flip-flopping from anti-materialist stage 
patter to cheddar-loving bounce (“Get 
Rich to This”), fiery political rhetoric

jokes about drummer Josh Freese and 
sang his balls off all night. He stripped 
down to a pair of black briefs for the end 
of the set, leaving the satisfied crowd 
with steamy versions of the hits “Judith” 
and “The Hollow.” 

Boston underground rock heroes 
Cave In met the masses in a big way 
with their half-hour opening set. Gui- 
tarists Stephen Brodsky and Adam Mc- 
Grath got the crowd’s attention right off 
the bat by attacking their instruments 
with toy rayguns on the opening “Decay 
of the Delay,” a spacy instrumental from 
the band’s recent OK Computer-style 
metal opus, Jupiter (Hydrahead).

OUTKAST: 
STANK LOVE 


It took a pair of self-proclaimed “space- 
age pimps” to do it, but OutKast 
brought together all sides of the hip-hop 
nation last Sunday night at the Orpheum 
Theatre. From white dudes in hoodies to 


(“Gasoline Dreams”), and thugged-out 
posse cuts (“Gangsta Shit”), the pair 
highlighted their odd-couple incongruity 
while proving to be a potent and tele- 
pathic hip-hop tag team. 

Performing from a set that resembled 
the inside of a musty cave, OutKast 
played cuts from deep inside all four of 
their albums, including a large chunk of 
their recent hit, Stankonia (LaFace). Ac- 
companied by a DJ, two guitarists, three 
back-up singers, and on occasion a 
quartet of male dancers, they had no 
problem re-creating the soulful mix of 
gospel voices, psychedelic guitars, and 
skittering beats that form the core of 
their sound. And being Southern, these 
guys cranked the bass way up (at one 
point | swear my molars shifted), which 
didn’t work so well in the dome- 
ceilinged Orpheum. 

Besides the acoustical troubles, there 
were some pacing problems. An early in- 
troduce-the-band segment derailed the 
ferocious energy of the opener (“Gaso- 
line Dreams”), and a slew of second- 
string MCs (Big Gipp, BackBone, Slim 
Calhoun) put a damper on the show’s 
middle section. But when OutKast 
finished the two-hour show with the in- 
credible triple punch of “Rosa Parks,” 
“Ms. Jackson,” and “B.O.B.” (the best 
junglized-Afro-metal-crunktastic cut 
ever), all sins were forgiven.

I’m not sure 
how else to put it this is an or- 
chestra of infinite depth, not only 
as in bottomless resources of tal- 
ent (which it has at the re- 
hearsal of Mahler’s Third Sym- 
phony, the players broke out into 
applause after the stunning first- 
movement trombone solo) but 
also as in “3-D,” a depth of 
sound — layers upon layers in 
which every line, from ethereal 
highs to cavernous lows, is clearly 
audible, a quality that is also a 
particular specialty of Boulez. No 
aural wallpaper at these concerts.

I was especially fascinated by

| found both the Bruckner and 
the Mahler extraordinary in their 
dramatic urgency.

These 
New York performances, with an 
orchestra for whom Mahler and 
Bruckner are chicken soup, were 
of an even higher order, with a 
virtuosity and understanding that 
exceeded even James Levine’s 
stunning Mahler Third with the 
BSO last month. (For Jeffrey 
Gantz’s slightly different reaction 
to Boulez’s Bruckner and Mahler, 
see the sidebar opposite.) 

Boulez has an uncanny instinct 
for exactly what it takes for each 
note, each phrase, to sink in. The 
Mahler seemed to come not so 
much from the orchestra as from 
some place inside my own body. | 


was so choked up by it | could 
hardly speak; so transported, | 
actually took a subway going in 
the wrong direction.

originally scheduled. Yo-Yo Ma 
was supposed to play in a new 
piece by Tan Dun, but it wasn’t 
finished in time, so instead we got 
Richard Strauss’s Don Quixote, a 
Ma specialty. He was heartbreak- 
ing in the “role” of the benighted 
knight (whose dying breath ex- 
pires in an unfinished cello glis- 
sando), and BSO principal violist 
Steven Ansell equaled him in the 
smaller but trickier role of Sancho

reproach. The evening began with 
John Williams’s Cello Concerto.

With the Vi- 
enna Philharmonic still in 
my ears, | was dismayed 
by the sloppiness and 
squareness of what 
should have been scintil- 
lating Stravinsky, and by 
the cramped, flat texture 
in the Brahms (oh, for 
those Viennese 
‘depths”), though 
Haitink built the last 
movement to a _ spirited 
conclusion. The BSO 
program booklet, with its 
third (and best) cover of 
the season, featured a 
thoughtful essay by 
Brahms biographer Jan 
Swafford on the darker 
undercurrents of what 
most people consider 
Brahms’s cheeriest sym 


phony. 


ON ASH WEDNES- 
DAY, Benjamin Zande 
and the Boston Philhar- 
monic programmed one 
of their most ambitious 
ventures, Sir Edward 
Elgar’s turn-of-the-cen 
tury oratorio The Dream 
of Gerontius (Everyman 
as Dying Elder), whose 
text is Cardinal New- 
man’s longwinded 
Catholic poem. A nearly 
sold-out Symphony Hall 
suggested serious cu- 
riosity about this rarely 
performed work. A cou 
ple of decades ago, Colin 
Davis led it at the BSO 
with Jessye Norman 
singing the Angel who 
guides the soul of 
Gerontius into Purgato- 
ry. I can’t imagine a 
stronger advocate for it 
than British-born Zan- 
der. But you might have 
to be British to enjoy it, 
too. Zander regards it as Elgar’s 
masterpiece, but I found the 
music itself lacking in heart-stop- 
ping inspiration (though I recall 
being more moved when | lis- 
tened to Benjamin Britten’s qui- 
eter, more relaxed recording). 
The commitment of the playing 
didn’t quite carry one past the 
technical inadequacies the way it 
sometimes can in more engaging 
music. The best of the three 
soloists was 29-year-old Canadi- 
an bass-baritone John Relyea, 
who apparently started out as a 
rock singer. He has a voice of 
rich and resonant sonority that 
makes you sit up and listen. It’s 
hard from this piece to know how 
subtle a singer he might be. As 
the dying, then dead Gerontius, 











the distinguished tenor Anthony Rolfe 
Johnson was having a hard day. He blew a 
couple of important high notes (maybe he 
had a cold), but throughout his singing 
was so dry, it compromised his ability to 
shape a phrase. Mezzo-soprano Michelle 
DeYoung, six feet tall with blond curls 
piled on top of her head, looked as if she 
had a bigger, steadier, and more volup- 
tuous voice than she actually did. Jeffrey 
Rink’s Chorus pro Musica sounded more 
convincing as one large group than when 
the parts were parceled out to individual 
sections. The Demons were especially dev- 
ilish. 

And in a concert devoted to music from 
Vienna in 1791 (Mozart’s last year), Mar- 
tin Pearlman’s Boston Baroque gave the 









same company that first put on Mozart's 
The Magic Flute. This was a follow-up to 
Boston Baroque’s performance two sea 
sons ago of The Philosopher's Stone, a tor 
gotten singspiel to which Mozart actually 
contributed.

Pierre Boulez, | confess, has never been my favorite conductor. Maybe it was that 
1970 Parsifal from Bayreuth, to my ears transient rather than transcendent — pas- 
sionate, perhaps, in its human utterances but perfunctory in its approach to the 
mysterium. (Not for nothing did one critic dub it “Parsifal goes to summer camp.”) 
His mastery of the sound of an orchestra — its timbres, its balances — wasn't in 
question, but | wanted more, Klemperer-like vision, Furtwangler-like phrasing. Still, 
there was that revolutionary reading of Le sacre du printemps from the late '50s, 
the color stripped away to reveal Stravinsky's rhythmic skeleton. And that dramatic, 
idiomatic, pioneering Columbia recording of the three-movement version of 
Mahler’s Das klagende Lied. 

Personal taste aside, intelligence and integrity are in short supply on orchestra 
podiums these days, and | wasn’t going to miss an opportunity to hear Boulez live 
with the Vienna Philharmonic, particularly when the programs included two of the 
three great D-minor symphonies of the 19th century, Bruckner’s Ninth and Mahler's 
Third (Beethoven's Ninth being of course the other). | wish | could, like my Pulitzer- 
winning colleague, Lloyd Schwartz, confess that | was transported, that this was 
one of the great musical experiences of my life. Damn close. Anyone would have to 
be transported by the playing Boulez gets from the Vienna Philharmonic. The 
French horns alone must have had archangels Gabriel and Michael taking notes: 
crisp, rich, burnished — chestnuts and chocolate, the Wienerwald in autumn. Grow- 
ly, chthonic, buttery trombones — not even the Berlin Philharmonic has buttery 
trombones. And in the opening movement of the Mahler, a kind of percussion. |’ve 
never heard before, as if there were a fourth dimension to sound. Boulez elicited 
the voluminous sonorities and personality of detail you'd expect from Sergiu Celi- 
bidache — and he did it at regular speed, which I’d have said was impossible. 

If | ask for more, it’s only because the 40-plus recordings of these symphonies on 
my shelf (that’s 40 for each symphony).have made me hyper-demanding. The first 
movement of Bruckner's Ninth is one long mysterium (no sonata form, just state- 
ment, counterstatement, and coda) poised on the brink of what Meister Eckhart 
called the “essential God”; the tension eases only for the lyrical A-major second 
subject. For all their subtlety, the opening motifs of the first subject (some eight in 
all) seemed almost overphrased-in Boulez’s reading, and the three great octave 
crashes into the pit were too static to be ideally implacable. The A-major second 
subject had sweep rather than tenderness; for the rocking third, which returns to D 
minor, Boulez didn’t recapture the tension. When the octave crashes, now hysteric, 
recur in the counterstatement, the following “Langsamer’ (“slower”) section, at bar 
355, falls back in a state of shock, but Boulez ambled off, as if untouched by Bruck- 
ner’s horrific vision. At the climax of the counterstatement, the obsessive ostinato (it 
keeps closing back in on itself) in the oboes, horns, and violas was inaudible. And 
the coda, which started fast and then flattened out, dissipated the tension rather 
building it, the trumpets in E-flat (against the D of the orchestra) sounding merely 
dissonant and not devastated. 

This was still the third-best Bruckner Ninth I’ve heard, behind Claudio Abbado’s in- 
candescent 1999 Symphony Hall performance with the Berlin Philharmonic and Otto 
Klemperer’s on-the-edge 1970 recording (in bad sound) with the New Philharmonia. 
And if you want to hear what Boulez can do with Bruckner, get his Deutsche Gram- 
mophon recording of the Eighth (a live 1996 performance in St. Florian’s), which has 
a legitimate claim to be the best available on CD — and it fits on just one disc. 

As for the Mahler, Boulez’s traversal of the long and extraordinarily difficult first 
movement was peerless: unbelievable sound, full license for the soloists (the open- 
ing salvos from the trumpets; the English-horn solo at bar 442), full value for paus- 
es (especially between trombone phrases), and a full appreciation of Mahler's 
philosophical debt to Schopenhauer and Nietzsche. This movement hovers be- 
tween directionless present (the abortive attempts at evolution) and directed future 
(the march sections); Mahler keeps frustrating your expectations, and Boulez, bet- 
ter than anyone | know, made that frustration edgy and expectant rather than bor- 
ing. He maintained a dancelike pulse throughout; | only wish that, like every other 
conductor this side of Jascha Horenstein, he didn’t take Mahler's closing “drang- 
end” (“pressing forward”) as a signal to accelerate through the final bars — | could 
barely make out those galloping trumpets. 

The rest, alas, didn’t seem on the same level. The minuet was exemplary in its 
grace, flowery but not sentimental; the scherzo, however, was marred by a square, 
hurried off-stage trumpet solo that didn’t seem very distant (as Mahler asks) and 
certainly wasn't reflective. The mezzo soloist, Violeta Urmana, was more than ade- 
quate in the fourth and fifth movements; but that couldn't be enough for anyone 
who heard Lorraine Hunt Lieberson in the BSO performances that James Levine di- 
rected in Symphony Hall last month. (On the plus side, Boulez, like Rattle, observes 
Mahler's birdlike oboe glissandos in the fourth movement.) The finale lasted only

The sounds of Silencio 


The Russian composer Vladimir Martynov tells the story of an ancient 


hermit instructing his disciple on the path to Heaven. “Strive to enter the 


inner cell of your soul,” the hermit says, “and there you will behold the 


Heavenly cell.” For the ancient her 
mit and the contemporary compos 
er, the path to Heaven can be found 
only by traveling inward 

Martynov relates the story in the 
notes to Silencio (Nonesuch), a se 
ries of performances by Latvian vio- 
linist Gidon Kremer and his Baltic 
orchestra Kremerata Baltica that in- 
cludes Martynov’s six-movement 
1988 piece Come In! as well com- 
positions by Philip Glass and Arvo 
Part. Kremer chose pieces by com 
posers with a shared spiritual motto 
we find ourselves by cultivating si 
lence and retreating into it. The 
music of Silencio is supposed to 
help us do this, the sounds of vio- 
lins, strings, and prepared pianos, 
the soundtrack to the discovery of a 
silence that reveals us to ourselves 

On Silencio, artistic experience is 
promoted as an ascetic experience 
of isolation, withdrawal, and quiet. 
The black-and-white photographs 
that accompany the recording sug- 
gest art’s ideal landscape: endless 
canyons of rock and hill that evoke 
little beyond their vaunted empti- 


ness and the pristine serenity that 
comes with the absence of human 
bustle. You’re meant to listen to the 
music but, as you take it in, be quiet 
about it. As Fedor Tyutchev writes 
in the notes, “How can another 
fathom what is yours? And under- 
stand what you live by? A thought 
expressed becomes a lie.” Far from

being merely a recording of classical 
music, then, Silencio is an argument 
for the interiorization of artistic ex- 
perience: the job of art is to turn us 
inward and the job of those who ex- 
perience art is not to describe it. 
Description, we are told, is a lie. 

In his luminous new book Still 
Life with Oysters and Lemon (Bea- 


con), writer Mark Doty suggests a 
different philosophy of art, one born 
not from empty canyons of quiet 
but from the silence of a Dutch still 
life, Jan Davidsz. de Heem’s Still 
Life with Oysters and Lemon, and 
the noise it makes in one man as he 
looks at it. In a wedge of lemon, 
four oysters, a half glass of wine, 
and green grapes, Doty encounters 
a world of light and fragrance that 
he experiences in the way opposite 
to what Silencio commands he 
describes it. “When we describe the 
world,” he writes, “we come closer 
to saying what we are.” 

Still Life is 70 pages of Doty 
looking out in order to look in: 
“looking outward, we experience 
the one who does the seeing.” We 
experience him as he mourns the 
loss of his lover, as he walks his dog 
and eats early morning pastries, as 
he remembers his grandmother’s 
pocketbook peppermints, as he 
adds more collectibles to his already 
over-accumulated home. There are 
other paintings, poems by Constan- 
tine Cafavy, Gaston Bachelard’s 


theories about space 
and intimacy, tours of 
Provincetown houses, 
antiques auctions. It is 
precisely because Doty 
knows that the objects 
in the still life are not 
his own — that he did- 
n’t peel the lemon or 
shuck the oyster, that 
they came from some- 
where and belonged to 
that their 
representations can 
take up such strong 
residence in his own 
life. The fact that the 
still life’s objects have 
their own stories (that 
cling to them the same 
way light does) makes 
them all the more avail- 
able to him their 
narrativity, their story- 
ness, inspires his own. 

And it is their used 
status — a lemon seed on the table- 
cloth, a rind removed from its fruit 

that makes them beautiful. Their 
used beauty leads Doty to appreciate 
and admire the yard-sale beauty of a 
chipped and cracked blue-and-white 
china platter that graces his living 
room, and from the platter we get 
lessons: pleasure and sorrow always 
co-exist, things change, life is flux, 
things get worn and torn, there is 
gain and there is loss. I realize how 
obvious and simple these observa- 
tions must sound, but in Doty’s 
hands they are anything but; they 
become the kind of revelations that 
mean something, that achieve the 
depth of their truth, only when 
you've been forced to accept them 
into your life. 

I read Doty’s book in my living 
room while listening to a Martynov

violin movement. Like Doty’s house, 
my living room is full of clutter and 
crowds of objects.

The many faces of Scott McCaughey 


BY BRETT MILANO Seattle musician Scott McCaughey has three 


main talents: he writes good songs, he plays a bunch of instruments, 


and he’s a really nice guy. And he has no doubt which of those 


qualifications has helped his career the most. “The only reason I’m still 


playing music is because I get along with people,” he notes from his 


home in Seattle. “That’s absolutely true. I know for sure that I wouldn’t 


be in R.E.M. except for the fact 
that I’m a fun person to hang out 
with and have a drink with. 
That’s my biggest qualification 
over my musicianly skills.” 

For a guy who’s never quite 
made it big, McCaughey is cur- 
rently sitting pretty. He’s got two 
bands going full-time: Young 
Fresh Fellows, whom he’s fronted 
since the early "80s, and Minus 
Five, whom he conceived with 
some high-profile friends as’ an 
outlet for his sadder songs. Two 
new McCaughey albums — one 
by each band, the Fellows’ Because 
We Hate You and Minus Five’s Let 
the War Against Music Begin 
were released late last month as a 
double CD by Mammoth. As is 
often the case with a McCaughey 
project, the album credits read like 
a registry of pop-cult heroes: Peter 
Buck, Robyn Hitchcock, John 
Wesley Harding, Posies’ leaders 
Ken Stringfellow and Jon Auer, 


Presidents of the United States of 


America frontman Chris Ballew, 
Los Lobos’ Steve Berlin, 
Smithereen Dennis Diken, and 
Sean O’Hagan of High Llamas all 
turn up at various points on the 
double album. They’re joined by 
Terry Adams (NRBQ), Robert 
Pollard (Guided by Voices), and 
Mike McCready (Pearl Jam), 
who’ve all been on Minus Five al- 
bums in the past. Meanwhile, Mc- 
Caughey has spent the past four 
years as an auxiliary 
member of R.E.M., 
with whom he’s also 
just wrapped up an 
album. 

Young Fresh Fel- 
lows, who open for 
the Soft Boys on 
March 26 at the 
*aradise, are a Seat- 
tle classic. Along 
with the Posies and 
the Fastbacks 
(whose leader, Kurt 
Bloch, doubles as 
the Fellows’ gui- 
tarist), the band 
helped lay the 
groundwork for the 
city’s underground- 
rock scene. But as a 
pop band with 
heavy 60s 
influences and a 
sense of humor 
(their closest thing 
to a hit was the mu- 
sical mash note 
‘Amy Grant”), they 
had precious little to 
do with what Seattle 
became. “I'll tell you 
what amuses me. In 
"O91 we did our 
album Electric Bird 
Digest, which was 
partly produced by 
Butch Vig. When he did that one, 
he had two weeks’ vacation time 
between producing Gish and Nev- 
ermind. So both of those two 
records were obviously so huge 
and influential, and then there was

our little record that he did at the 
same time. That to me is hilari- 
ous.” 

Not that McCaughey intended 
Electric Bird Digest (Frontier), 
which is generally considered the 
Fellows’ best album, to be Vig’s 
“little record” between better- 
known ones. “It’s funny, my wife 
was telling me the other day that 
she thought I was pretty bummed 
out during that whole period. But 
| remember thinking, ‘Well, this is 
cool — Mudhoney’s got a con- 
tract and they’re doing well, and 
the Fastbacks are getting recog- 
nized a bit.’ I felt like we got some 
recognition as well, even though 
we were a completely different 
kind of band. We definitely came 
out of a ’60s-pop mentality, 
whereas the grunge bands were all 
into the ’70s and Black Sabbath, 
which I listened to as a teenager 
too. But I was already pretty Beat- 
les-damaged by then. We were ac- 
tually pretty popular during the 


early ’90s. I felt like we got a lot of 


credit, even though we didn’t get 
any money.” 

Perhaps it’s fitting then that one 
track on Because We Hate You 
sounds like a tribute to grunge, 
down to the production and the 
massive guitar sound except 
that the song is “I Wonder What 
She’s Doing Tonight,” a ’60s bub- 
blegum nugget originally done by 
lfommy Boyce & Bobby Hart, the 
guys who wrote 
songs for the 
Monkees. And 
you have to love a 
band who, on 
their biggest-bud- 
get album to date, 
would find the 
space to do a 
hopelessly un- 
trendy cover tune 
that they happen 
to love. 

In the wake of 
early-’90s 
grunge boom, 
Young Fresh Fel- 
lows became less 
and less of a pri- 
ority for Mc- 
Caughey. “We 
went from being 


to a whenever- 
we-felt-like-it 
kind of band. 
Mostly, we kept 


and recording in 
our basement, so 
we were still ac- 
tive in a low-key 
kind of way. We 
never broke up, 
though — we’re 
way too lazy to 
ever break up. 
That would take an actual deci- 
sion.” 

With the Fellows on a part-time 
schedule, Minus Five have taken 
up much of McCaughey’s non- 
R.E.M. time in recent years, and 





the agenda there is simple: he 
wants to make some of the most 
depressing pop records ever. He 
probably won’t overtake Bright 
Eyes or Cat Power in that depart- 
ment, but the downbeat senti- 
ments on the band’s two previous 
albums (1997’s The Lonesome 


ey

Death of Buck McCoy and 2000's 
Old Liquidator) were nonetheless 
quite a surprise coming from the 
author of Young Fresh Fellows 
tunes like “Beer Money” and “My 
Boyfriend’s in Killdozer.” 

On the new Minus Five album, 
the material is poppier and the 
depression sounds a little more 
tongue-in-cheek — and since the 
Fellows’ album has fewer outright 
jokes than before, the two bands 
are getting harder to tell apart. 
The Minus Five disc even ends 
with a Robyn Hitchcock spoken 
bit that sounds like a_ perfect 
send-up of his usual expounding. 
McCaughey’s press-kit descrip- 
tion of the new Minus Five album 
is worth repeating: “I thought it 
would be cool to do an album 
about death, 
holism and despair, but to have 
sleigh bells on every song.” 

“Lately | write more of those 
stranger, downer songs than I do 
the happy and poppy ones,” he 
explains. “It’s getting harder to 
write’ rock-and-roll songs, but it’s 
easy to just pick up an acoustic 


loneliness, alco- 
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guitar and moan. | wanted the 
new Minus Five album to be the 
weirdest, slowest, downest record 
ever. But at the last minute the 
head of the label said, ‘What 
about putting on these pop 
songs?’ And I said, ‘Okay, but 
then I'd have to take off these 
five-and-a-half-minute dirges.’” 
The Fellows’ album likewise 
changed shape at the last minute. 
They originally planned to call it A 
Tribute to Music and give every 
song lyrics about the style of music 
being played. (“Good Times Rock 
& Roll,” which namechecks their 
old tourmates the Presidents of the 
USA, survives from that incarna- 
tion.) “We recorded it over two 
years, so it changed a lot when we 


had to whittle it down to 14 songs. 
We wound up going with the ones 
we liked the best, even though that 
ruined the concept.” 

Back before R.E.M. came call- 
ing for McCaughey, there was a 
period of time when he was think- 
ing of hanging up his guitar and 
getting a day job. Then R.E.M. 
guitarist Peter Buck moved to 
Seattle, and before long Mc- 
Caughey was pulled into the evolv- 
ing R.E.M. line-up, along with the 
Posies’ Ken Stringfellow and ex- 
Beck drummer Joey Waronker. 
Their role, McCaughey says, is 
somewhere between session men 
and full-fledged bandmembers. 
He and Stringfellow switch off on 
guitars, bass, percussion, and key- 
boards — in other words, whatev- 
er instruments Buck and Mike 
Mills haven't already grabbed. “I 
feel like they don’t tie down our 
creativity; they let us add within 
guidelines. If Peter or Mike has al- 
ready done a demo of a song, it’s 
very possible that Ken or I will just 
be learning a part. But we always 
get to add our own little bits, even 
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when we're learning an old song, 
and it feels like a band when we’re 
playing.” 

Basic tracks for the forthcoming 
R.E.M. album were done with 
everybody playing at once, but a 
few layers of overdubs were added 
later. “We demo’d 20 songs in 
Athens, basically playing live to 
eight-track. On a few of them 
Michael [Stipe] even had lyrics 
and melody already that he’d sing 
while we were tracking the song 
At first | was thinking that it was 
going to be like Out of Time 
Peter was playing a lot of acoustic 
guitar, and there were drums all 
the way through. But now I'd say 
it’s going to end up being a logical 
progression from Up it’s pretty 





adventurous. Maybe a cross be- 
tween that and the moody am- 
biance of Automatic for the Peo- 
ple.” (If that sounds scary, let me 
add that the new song I’ve heard 
on Napster, “She Just Wants To 
Be,” is a gorgeous, mid-tempo 
pop song in the “Fall on Me” 
vein.) 

After spending nearly two 
decades in his indie world, Mc- 
Caughey now has a foot in both 
camps, touring on an indie-rock 
level with Young Fresh Fellows 
while preparing for R.E.M. to rev 
up later in the year. “It’s a little 
overwhelming, but I love it. It’s 
cool to balance the high life with 
R.E.M. and the ‘back in the van, 
tune your own guitars’ kind of 
thing with the Fellows. I have to 
admit that I’m a little more accus- 
tomed to the R.E.M. treatment by 
now, but I really do like both. | 
like playing good music whenever 
I possibly can.” ca

pheric art rock of Radiohead, and a 
strand of reggae rock that's run 
through British music since the late 
70s. Not since Cornershop's 1997 
album, When | Was Born for the 7th 
Time (Luaka Bop), has an artist 
brought together ethnic sounds, elec 
tronic grooves, and rock attitude with 
such offhand ease. The downside is 
Quaye'’s reliance on absurdist non 
sequiturs and kindergarten rhyme 
schemes. Still, he never sounds less 
than assured, guiding you through 
junglized reggae (“Broadcast”), psy 
chedelic big beat (“White Paper’) 
and blues-punk rave-ups (“Spiritual

** Sepultura, NATION (Roadrun- 
ner). Although Sepultura’s '96 Brazil- 
ian-metal fusion disc Roots remains a 
landmark for heavy music, its legacy 
became diluted when the band split 
into two warring camps shortly after 
its release. Frontman Max Cavalera 
took Sepultura’s heart and soul (not 
to mention most of their fans) with 
him when he formed Soulfly, but his 
old mates kept the name and quickly 
re-emerged with American hardcore 
singer Derrick Green at the helm 

On their second disc with Green, 
the group continue to prove them- 
selves worthy of the brand name, if 
little else. Like Cavalera, they've 
slowed things down a bit since 
Sepultura's early-'90s death-metal 
days, but their vision of tribal metal 
seems painfully unfocused next to 
his. Worse, they mimic Soulfly by 
inviting loads of celebrity guests 
along, including Hatebreed singer 
Jamey Jasta, New York dub-reggae 
singer Dr. Israel, and the semi-es- 
teemed Metallica tribute string quar- 
tet Apocalyptica. Even with Jasta and 
noted East Coast hardcore producer 
Steve Evetts along, the band offer up 
only two speed-metal maulers: “Re- 
volt” and Jasta’s “Human Cause,” 
which clock in at a combined two 
minutes. The rest of the disc is a 
somber affair sprinkled with touches 
of Brazilian percussion and some im- 
pressive guitar trickery from Andreas 
Kisser. Green is an impassioned vo- 
calist, but by the end of the disc his 
sloganeering becomes as tedious as 
the band’s awkward attempts at ex- 
perimentation

Based in Port- 
land, Oregon, but featuring English- 
born Martyn Leaper, who spent his 
boyhood listening to BBC Radio 1, 
the Minders recall a bevy of top-shelf 
pop bands — all of them British. Like 
Arthur-era Kinks, XTC, and the Beat- 
les before them, the Minders cast a 
keen eye toward suburban life, status 
quo drudgery, and the people who 
subsist inside cookie-cutter row 
homes. The group’s '99 full-length 
debut, Hooray for Tuesday, was 
alight with breezy daydreams and 
pastoral flights of fancy made all the 
more so by the sunny production 
stamp of Apples in Stereo’s Robert 
Schneider. 

This time around, the Minders — 
whose core membership is the 
spousal songwriting team of Leaper 
and multi-instrumentalist Rebecca 
Cole (bass-guitarist Joanna Bolme 
has since left to play with Steve 
Malkmus) — take matters into their 
own hands and offer a more aggres- 
sively jaded (but no less catchy) 
view of the world around them. On 
one level, Golden Street is a collec- 
tion of snazzy pop songs. On anoth- 
er, its a thematically linked song 


genteel strum pop he proffered on 
his first two albums for the more 
self-consciously mature art folk 
here. A collaboration with New York— 
based playwright Steven Sater (he 
wrote the lyrics and Sheik the 
music), the disc finds the singer try- 
ing on the subdued arpeggios and 
hushed vocals his Brown University 
buddies in Ida have perfected over a 
clutch of sleepily smoldering discs.

ASHEEAT (Shadow). Although Carl 
Craig (Innerzone Orchestra, Paper 
clip People) spends most of his time 
these days producing, the Detroit 
legend is still a sought-after DJ 
thanks to his timeless good taste 
and deep crates. His latest mix is a 
funky, non-threatening selection of 
electro, techno, drum 'n’ bass and 
soul-drenched downtempo slabs 
culled from the Planet E (Craig's 
label) and Shadow back catalogues 
It's not easy to discern Craig's true 
chops on the strength of this mix 
since his selections were limited by 
the two sponsoring labels — despite 
their diversity, the two imprints repre 
sent a mere sliver of his outer-limit 
tastes and personal archives. Still 
the Motown genius picks only win- 
ners, like LB’s herky-jerk, electro- 
tinged remake of James Brown's 
Super Bad” and the aggressive 
drum pastiche of Swiss producer 
Goo's “The O.G.”" LB also delivers a 
spastic, almost laughable version of 
Prince’s “The Future” that blends into 
R. Craig's frenetic, Cybotron-esque 
electro.

AND LANDSCAPES (Jardis). Gui- 
tarist Stein works familiar territory 
but if his sambas, hard boppers, and 
boogaloos feel fresher than most 
that's because he knows how to in- 
vest every form he touches with per- 
sonally felt detail. In part, he does it 
with original tunes. The only “cover” 
here is “Moonlight in Vermont,” but 
each of Stein's nine pieces comes 
with its own hook — a lyric melody 
line, a rhythmic fillip. The driving bop 
“Mr. Dave” and the funky organ trio 
“Sammy” have classic verse-chorus 
turn-arounds that make them ready- 
made standards. Stein also knows 
how to program, mixing trio and 
quartet tracks as well as styles with 
“guests” Billy Thompson and Larry 
Goldings. Thompson gives alto and 
tenor edge to the bop and funk side 
of things but also lifts a couple of 
tunes with his lyrical flute playing. 
Goldings has been earning a name 
as a Hammond-B3 specialist, but 
here he often plays piano, showing 
just as individual a feel with his fleet

And then there’s Stein himself 
Like the rest of the band, he knows 
how to turn a phrase a notch or two 
to the left of your expectations. It's in 
the way he'll single out a repeated 
note for an extra bit of bite in his at- 
tack, contrast a light singing upper 
register with a deep, brass bottom 
or ornament a line with triplets you 
might not even catch until a second 
or third listen.

The 525th line. \t's been a few days since the weather 
gods dumped any unpleasantness from the New Eng 
land skies, and still the complaints are pouring in about 
how the TV weather people lied about the severity of that 
so-called March Lion storm just to attract viewers. Well 
yes and no. True (and don't dare try to deny it, guys), be- 
hind every fear-mongering TV weathercast is some pro 
gram director pushing the meteorologist to “pump it up 
“leave ‘em hanging,” and “give it some drama.” These 
marketing people are self-important manipulative jerks 
— not to mention enemies of truth and culture — and 
should be imprisoned. So yes, TV weather guys do lie to 
attract viewers. But not as much as folks in Boston 
Brookline, Cambridge, and the South Shore think they 
do. All last week, the Giobe letters page was full of irate 
screeds from close-to-shore readers outraged that so 
much fuss was made over what amounted to a very un 
comfortable few inches of slush. Such small worlds 
these people inhabit. Just 20 miles west of Newbury 
Street, Framingham had some 18 inches of dense road 
blocking/power-line-downing snow. Twenty miles west of 
that, Worcester had even more. Southern New Hamp- 
shire (and that stretch of Massachusetts between 
Somerville and that border) was hit even harder 

Listen up, city folk. Boston is full of people who work 
there but live elsewhere. Commuting (dumb idea though 
it may be) from the suburbs (horrid cultural wastelands 
though they may be) is a big deal and a fact of city life 
And that's what the legitimate fuss was about. Boston's 
slushy sidewalk was Natick’s three-foot drift. But the local 
TV stations (who know very well that their viewership is 
weighted in the ‘burbs — witness the remote weather re- 
ports from strategically targeted high-viewership locales) 
can't bring themselves to define themselves as serving 
Boston's satellite communities. Imagine a special Storm 
Center/Storm Tracker/Storm Whatever report headlined 
“Snow Paralyzes Ashland!” Not going to happen. The 
people who run the local TV stations and their suburban 
viewers all want to identify with Boston — so they talk up 
the storm without drawing any subtle geographic distinc- 
tions. And everybody feeis cheated 

It's a small world but a big (and meteorologically di- 
verse) metro area. Boston, Worcester, Burlington, and 
Fall River are interdependent more than ever before. The 
TV stations have to deal with that reality instead of em- 
phasizing the worst for dramatic (if misleading) effect 
What would have been wrong with this March 5 weather- 
cast? “People in Boston can expect a closed airport and 
six inches of slushy ice water along the curbs. The city 
will be quiet because people north and west of Boston 
are going to get a lot of snow and won't be driving in.” All 
we'd have missed were the colorful STORM OF THE CENTU- 
ry!! graphics. Of course it would help if the TV weather 
departments were treated more like public services and 
less like marketing tools. Good luck with that 
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boston

When did you know you were destined for a rhinestone- 
studded future? 

In first grade, the teacher asked us what we wanted to be 
when we grew up, and | said, "An actress." And she said, " You 
mean an actor." And | said, "| know what | said." | always liked 
dressing up at Halloween, putting a towel on my head and 
singing to Brenda Lee 













What was your first brush with drag? 

In 1973, two gay women brought me to the Cabaret club in 
Springfield and said, “This is what you're going to be.” They 
knew before | did! The first drag queen | saw was Sylvia 
Sidney, and that scared me [laughs]. That was definitely not 
what | wanted. Then | saw Carl Houston's All That Glitters 9- 
Girl Revue, with all the feathers and jewelry and oh yeah, | 
knew right then and there 































Where did you get the name Norell? 

In 1973, Norman Norell, one of my favorite designers, came 
out with the first American designer perfume, "Norell." | was in 
Amherst, Mass when | saw a huge, one-gallon display bottle 
in the window: | had to have it. My friend that was with me, 
kept the saleslady busy while | got down on all fours and crept 
into the show window to snatch it. Well, | succeeded in getting 
my prize and was about to make my getaway when | was 
stopped by two police officers that had been sitting in a cruis- 
er out front watching. They didn't press charges, but | had to 
apologize and give back the bottle. From that day on, to my 
friends, | was "Norell." I'd always liked the name and became 
used to it, so | changed my name and have been Norell ever 
since. The moral of the story is: crime does not pay but it could 
change your name 






































How has the drag scene changed since you started? 

It's changed so much. Jacques was a rough-tough bar 20 
years ago. People came to meet other gay people, drink, 
party; now they come for entertainment. You've got the diver- 
sity of the rock 'n' roll bands downsta the drag shows 
upstairs. You get little old ladies from Hingham and bingo 
groups, bachelorette parties, students. It's not a gay bar any-

As a female impersonator, what do you suggest women 
not do? 

They shouldn't sell themselves cheap. The women's move- 
ment was a good and necessary thing, but it took away a lot, 
| think, women should try to get back. I'd like to see them bring 
more glamour into their lives and be treated more specially 
then they are now. | understand after working eight hours, 
cooking, taking care of the kids, the last thing you're in the

How do you answer the charge that drag queens give the 
homosexual community a bad name? 

Well, ya know, we've always heard that. Whenever any minor- 
ity starts getting their rights, they start picking at their own 
People need to remember that it was the drag queens that 
stood up and fought and that's the reason they have those 
rights today. There's a time and place for drag. | think people
